You may think this a foolish affectation perhaps, but 
In troth I rather regret the day a town was started there and all 
became so changed. Many ladles would sneer at this, and I 
know that some think me a great tom-boy; but I believe they 
all would have the same love of hunting and fishing that I have 
If they had the same opportunity to develop It and the health and 
' strength to enjoy It.” 

“ Don't you believe It. Such would undoubtedly be the case 
with the majority of both ladles and gentlemen; bnt there Is a 
vast number of mortals of both sexes whose current of life Is 
only a stream of frozen mud that throws back no reflection of 
anything In nature. There are thousands who never could con¬ 
template a flock of grouse or quail with any different emotions 
from those they would feel when looking at a flock of fat turkeys 
In a barnyard. And It Is mainly for this very class that the 
country Is being swept bare of game by market shooters. I hope 
to see the time when the sale of game In market will be limited 
to such short times that It will be Impossible to follow market 
shooting as a business. The sale of some kinds that are getting 
very scarce, such as woodcock, I hope to see stopped entirely.” 

“ Your Idea Is first-rate for the game; but It’s too Utopian.”* 

“Oh, I know the time has not yet come, but I believe It will 
not be long before the American people will see that the question 
Is,shall we have game for none, or game only for those who can kill 
It themselves!” 

“ That’s too tyrannical. The spirit of American Institutions Is 
against It. 

“ But will It not surely come to that at the present rate of de¬ 
struction ; or, to something far more tyrannical, the leasing of 
Immense tracts by men of wealth, as preserves, and the combina¬ 
tion of land owners against every man with a gun, no matter 
what his character!” 

" Well, It won’t be stopped In our day." 

“ I’m afraid It won't; but a vast change In public sentiment on 
game preservation Is already under way; the present system 
Is not effective so long as the markets are open during 
the whole shooting season. Who would be hurt by such 
an arrangement! Certainly not the poor or middle classes, for 
they scarcely ever buy game. Nor would Its absence from the 
markets affect the price of other meats to any perceptible degree, 
except In a very few localities. To the market shooter himself It 
would be a blessing In disguise; for there Is not a man who has 
enough strength, snap, energy and gumption to make a decent 
living by bunting who couldn't make a better living at 
almost anything else to which he would turn his band. 
The average market shooter Is a poor, miserable fellow, who, like 
an Indian, la too lasy to do anything but hunt. It would be a 
blessing, too, to thousands of settlers from whose neighborhoods 
the game la now driven so tar away that they cannot afford the 
time and expense to bunt it.”. 

" I know that was so with the deer In the woods before we 
left the lake. Many poor settlers who could at first get a deer 
almost any time they wanted one, and who really needed every 
morsel they could get, bad not been able to get one for years, 
because so many bad been killed by market shooters from other 
states, aod shipped to tbs East.’’ 

"You’ve no Idea of the enormous destruction of deer In these 
Northwestern States In that way. I really believe that for every 
man who has been benefited by the sale of venison, two poor 
settlers have bean robbed of what really belongs to them by a far 
juster title than any eastern gourmand can lay claim to, of a 
means of subsistence both great and Important. It would be a 
blessing to thousands of men towhom a few days’ recreation from 
business now and then Is worth years of Ilfs, bnt who either ean-

not afford the time or the money that Is necessary to go so far 
away as they now have to go to find anything. And whom would 
It hurt! Whom, but a few epicures who can always find enough 
else to tickle their palates, nearly all rich, bloated, muddy eouled, 
lazy loafers, who never feel an emotloD deeper than their tongue, 
and who are stone-deaf to any of nature's music unless played by 
their own gastronomic organs.” 

• “ You use strong language, Mr. Melville.” 

“ Not half so strong as the occasion demands, when you think 
of the poor paltry consideration the American people receive for 
so great and Irretrievable a loss as Is yearly taking place.’’ 

" But there are sportsmen who can’t always hunt and who 
like to bay game.” 

“ Shame to them then If they can’t forego such a trifling 
pleasure for the benefit of the cause. Such a man Is not a sports¬ 
man, no matter how well he may shoot. The effect of such a 
prohibition no sportsman will deny, and any man who would 
rather see the destruction of game continue at the present rate 
rather than forego the paltry pleasure of eating a few times a 
year game that he caDnot find time to kill himself, Is not a man 
at all, but a poor slave of appetite whose opinions are not worth 
considering. ” 

“ Well I think the laws are pretty good now If they would only 
enforce them.” 

"You are mistaken there. The restriction of the close season 
Is not enough, so long ss there Is an Inducement for an army of 
pot-bunters to sweep the country with Improved guns, traps and 
nets for three or four months In the year. And If shooting Is 
stopped for a year or two entirely, to let the game Increase, there 
Is only a double rush at the expiration of the time. All game 
need not be kept out of market, nor need any of It be kept out 
all the time; but It would certainly be proper to limit It enough 
to destroy the destroyers’ trade. Any poor sportsman who could 
not afford to eat his game would only have to either do so or 
dispose of It at a private sale, which would be a slight hardship 
compared with the general benefit. No one else deserves any 
pity.”

Association commenced on Oi l. 15. The Lexington Stake for two- 
year-olds, mile and repeat, $50 entrance, $25 forfeit, f 10 declaration, 
was the firel race. There were riftv-two eutrlea, twenty-seven of whom 
declared and eighteen paid forfeit.' Seveo started. Following were the 
starters: Basbfoni's Ally by Almont. Rowena by George Wilkes, Stra¬ 
der's llermolne, Sidneys Ally Magic. Secret by Strathmore. Favorite 


Almout won the race In straight heats. Time. 2:38ft, 2:40ft. Koweua 
was second, Hermotue third, and Magic fourth. Director, Secret, and 
Favorite Wilkes were distanced in the Aral heat. Prvvloua to the 
start Bash ford s Ally and Rowena sold for $26 each, and the Aeld $.10, 
After the Aral heal Bashford's Ally $50, the field $20. 

The secoud race was for the 2:19 class, purse $700, had Charley 
Ford, Boneactter and Driver for starters. Before the start Boncsellcr 
was the favorite at $50, Ford $25, aud Driver *30. After the third 
heat Ford assumed the lead in the betting, bring $50 to $5U for the Aeld. 
Charley Ford proved the winner alter Ave closely contested beats, tak¬ 
ing the secoud, fourth aud Aflh heats. Bouesetter won the Arst and 
third. The time was, 2:22ft, 2:2Uft 2:22, 2:32*, 2:fcift. 

On the second day, Oct. 14, the attendance was not as large as on the 
opeulugday. The "track was heavy with dust and the w eather hot, 
tending to detract from the Interest io the sport. For the 2:50 clans 
trot eight sinners answered the bell; viz.. Silverton, Fanny Wither- 
spoon, Don Quixote, Leontine, Forrest Uolddust, Lumps, Largess aud 
Gcu.

line, 2:25ft, 2:22ft, 2:22ft Milverton was a hot favorite throughout, 
selling in the pools for $5t) to $30 for the Acid. 

The second race w as tor the 2:3b class, aud developed before a deci¬ 
sion was reached Into a six heat contest. The starters were Sclota, 
Convoy, So-Mo, Jobu E. aud Coaster. Before the start Srlota was the 
favorite at $W, So-So $20,aud the Aeld $10. Four heals were trotted,when 
darkness intervening, the race was postponed. The score stood with 
the first heat to the credit of Convoy In 3:331%; Sclota won the secoud 
in2:331%, So-So the third, time, 3:34, and the fourth went to Convoy; 
time, 2:233%. 

On the third day, Oct. 15, there was an Improved attendance. The 
weather was due, but the great dust on the track proved a draw back. 

The first race ou the third day was the couclusiou of the uufluisbed 
tro:s of the previous day. lu the 2:36 class, John K., Convoy. Sclota 
aud So-So came to the post. Sclota was the favorite In the pools. The 
fifth heat Sclota won handily, Convoy second, So-So third, John K., 
louri/NXiiiu , ,2:14ft.

Kentucky 
again leads In the fost classes for youngsters, aud while Jewett hia 
proved the fast* si three-year-old, his competitor, Steinway, loat uo rep¬ 
utation by the performance, wheu you take iuto consideration bis lame- 
nera before the race, his lack or condition, and ev. u irolling laiue dur¬ 
ing the progress ot the race Steluway was beaten a length In the first 
heat, and be trolled In 2:34, which Is a splendid performance. Jewett 
did not break during the three heats, uud uo old trotter could have 
acted or moved better, hia actiou being perfectly superb, with not a 
waste of an ounce of extra excrtlou. 

The secoud trot lor the 2:30 class had five star era, and was won by 
Blou iue. the favorite Faunie Robinson ucted very badly throughout the 
race aLd broke continuously. At the time It w an not known what waa 
the cause of her bad behavior, but alter the trot w. n over, it was found 
that she had stlfied herself, and could not put her foot to the g.ound 
late the name cveuiug The accident Is to be regretted as Fannie Rob¬ 
ins n waa sold If a e sh wed below 2:*4)tu -he race for $8,000, and Mr. 
Tip Bruce, h r driver, waa cerlulu that she could trot lu 2:18. 

For the first beat oi the Kentucky Slakea the homes got a good star , 
with Steluway at ouce laklug first place, Jewett aecoud, onialrto of 
Augusta third, Loudon fourth. Meiuway led at the quart r, in t Jewett 
gatued on him steadily, and at the half-mile pole had thu lead, which 
he retained to the finish, beating Steinway by a half lcngt.i, Augusta 
third, Loudon distanced. Time, 2:26*4- Loudon came 1.1 with noth 
traces unhitched. 

Secoud Hent.—Jewett obLined the advantage slightly a the start, 
with Steinway at his wheel; both seemed to be trotting easily a. d not 
extra fast; Steluway remained in the secoud position until the brus , 
down t .e stretch, when he moved up even with Jewett. Just as every¬ 
body thought Steinway was about to conic to the front be broke.

Lexington, and perhaps some 
other sires, have had a number of hbrsea who could have run under this 
time, bat they unfortunately have not the record, but Lextogton must 
share part of the honor with Australian, aa Abd-el-Kader and Abd-el- 
Koree are out of Rescue, by Burthuue, a half slater to Lexington, and 
Helmbold la out of Lavender, by Wagner,another half slater. Wllaldlc, 
is out of Idlewtld, by Lexington, and Fellowcr&ft and Rutherford, owu 
brothers,are out of Aerolite, sister to Idlewild, by Lexington. So It will 
be seen that the old blind hero's name and fame are closely tntcrwovcu 
with Australian's seven great sons.

Practical Hints on Flailing.—No. 1. 


BT 8. M. HABPSH. , 

I know that mao; persona are fond of fish and fishing, and 
therefore have concluded to write you a few Items In reference to 
the gentle art. Yon are well aware that many persona who try 
fishing never have “ luck,” aa they call It, and therefore never 
become experts—In fact we have bnt very few scientific and suc¬ 
cessful anglers. No lazy person can ever make a good fisherman. 
Perhaps there la not more than one person In a hundred that knows 
what kind of an outfit an anglnr should have lu order to meet 
with the heat result*. We suppose that some persons fish simply 
for pastime, and are aa well satisfied without any fish aa with 
them. We are not of that number. When we throw a line It la 
with the expectation that bait the pleasure will be at the table. 
To become a successful angler one should have a complete set of 
tackle which will enable him to be prepared for all times, sea 
ions and circumstances; and a true brother of the craft will find 
much to amuse him lu ihe manufacture, selection, and arrange 
ment of his rods, reels, guides, Hues, hooka, floats, sinkers, etc. 

Of rods, one should have at least flve—one for trolling, one for 
fly-fishing, one for running tickle, one for bottom fishing, and 
another for light flah. For trolling, the rod should be from ten 
to fourteen feet In length, made of any good, straight-grained, 
elastic wood, with a gradual taper from - butt to tip. 
The larger end should be one and an eighth of an Inch thick; 
the top one-half Inch. On the top should be a fun¬ 
nel-shaped guide, and every eighteen lncbea down the 
rod abould be a acrew-eye, which will allow the line to pasa freely 
from the reel or winch. Fortrolling, I prefer the latter, for the 
following reaaona: your Hue may be kept taut when you strike 
your flah and, If necessary, you can unwind and play him. All 
roda abould have a sharp pointed Iron In the butt, about tbree- 
fourtha of an Inch In length. After using one of that kind you 
will never aak the use of the pointed Iron. No practical angler 
will ever want a jointed rod for troUlng If he tries one that la 
made as above directed. 

A good finish for any and all roda Is, first, a cost of boiled lin¬ 
seed oil and Japan, then two coats of red lead and Venetian equal 
parts; third, a very light coat of black stain, put ou to Imitate 
rosewood; lastly, well varnished with No. 1 coach varnish. 

Lines for trolling are of several kinds, some of twl.ted silk, 
some of silk and balr, others of plaited silk, still others of hemp 
and grass; but that sold by tackle makers, called patent trolling 
line, is In most general use. A good dressing for hemp and 
graas lines Is Hosted oil and Japan, equal parts. Put the line Id 
the mixture uutlf It la well filled, then stretch and allow it to re¬ 
main undisturbed until thoroughly dry. This keeps your llDe 
from klDktog, and makes It last fully three times as long is 
usual, besides playing more smoothly through the guides. You 
should have llnea of different sizes and all lengths. For trolling, 
from forty to one hundred yards ts sufficient. 

Your hooks abould be of the very best make, such as the Lim¬ 
erick. O'ShaugbDessey, Carlisle, Kirby, snd Kelley, very carefully 
selected by daylight. Much angling Is done with books which 
are toe large, but every one should use books according to the 
waters be Is trolling. A very small hook will bold a large flah, 
If properly handled. I use smaller books nearly every season, 
snd have not lost a alngle fish for years by the breaking of hooka. 
To Illustrate: I waa one day fishing on the bottom with a grass 
line which would uot break under twenty pounds weight, to which 
waa attached a No. 12 minnow hook. When I saw the cork 
moving alowly away on the surface, I struck, for I was sstlsfled a 
fish waa there. He was fastened, and 1 knew that he was a fine 
one from bis masterly endeavor to free himself. I played him 
here and there, up and down, round and round, when suddenly, 
with the speed of a race horse, he darted directly from me and 
smashed the line with the ease of a draft horse. 

In selecting your hooks take the boxes near the light and pour 
out oo clean, white paper and lift up the hooks singly. First 
examine the ring or flatted end. if well finished, look next at 
the bend, then notice the beard and point. Here you cannot be 
too particular, for the point should be very sharp. To test this, 
put the hook agslnst your cheek and draw downward very lightly, 
If loo doll It will allp, if sharp It will enter the cuticle. Lastly, 
take your lime and examine the beard with greatcare. It should 
not be cot too deep, lest the point bretkoff; nor should It be too 
shallow, for fear of loalng the heard. The length abould be 
about two-thirds the length of the point, and of corresponding 
sice. Of hooks you need all kinds and sixes, perhaps two or 
three hundred In all. 

TBOLLHO. 

This miy be divided Into two or more claaaes. First trolling 
with artificial bait; secondly, trolling with natural bait, and also 
trolling from shore or from boats. I shall therefore describe 
eech In Its order. Artificial bslt consists of tin or silver spoons, 
minnows, squids or IdsccU, files, grasshoppers, bees, palmers, 
larva and even young mice, made of wool, hair, raw and (loss 
•Ilka, feathers, bristles, wax and paint. Natural bait haa worms 
of various kinds, such aa the common angle-worm, the brand¬ 
ling, the common grub, young wasps, mud-daubers, bald hornets, 
humble-bees, (rentals, caterpillars, toads, frogs, tad-poles, cock¬ 
roaches, craw-flab and mlnuowa; of minnows the common carp, 
the American bream, and roach; the New York shiner and the 
chub, are In general use. The shiner while he llvee Is most at¬ 
tractive. 

Trolling from shore or bridges la not In flavor among the best 
anglers, bot for those who sre compelled to flab wlthpnt s boat, 
I will give the methods which I have used, and In fact some first 
class waters cannot be reached with boat, therefore they can 
only he Ashed by trolling from shore. Lastly trolling from boats. 
This Is the finest snd most killing method of taking fish, from the 
fact that you hsvs but little labor snd plenty of bltee. From 
shore you require the rod and line described In the former pert 
of this artleU. About fifteen Inchee above the book there 


•honld be a swivel, that the bait may revolve freely when draw¬ 
ing In tbf line end to prevent the same from twisting and kink¬ 
ing. To make a cast, the line la drawn down througlAbe guides 
and colled at your feet, say from fifteen to eighteen yards, while 
only about four or five feet are left banging out side the top 
guide. The rod Is then moved gently beck and forth from left 
to right In the direction you wish to make your east, until the 
hook receives en Impetus sufficient to carry It to the desired 
spot By keeping your fore finger pressed lightly on the line 
until the moment you make your cast and then Instantly remove 
It, the line will glide swiftly through the guides and deliver your 
bait to your desire. The motion must be eveu, equable, no jerk¬ 
ing, or your cast will be a mull. 

Very little force la requisite, more depending on knsck than 
anything else. Now allow the bait to settle down In the water a 
little, and commence slowly drawing In Ibe line with your baud 
below the bottom guide, letting It fall In colli at your feet, 
tnovlDg the point of the rod this way or that, according aa you 
wish to direct your belt here or there. You may u-e single 
hook, or train of hooks (called kill devil) without sinker or float. 
To make the kill devil you take several books Nos. 6 and 7, and 
upon a soft brass or copper wire solder them lo the following 
manner. Upon the front eDd of the wire put a single No. 7 
hook, point up. Back of this place two No. 0 points up at forty- 
five degrees apart; still back of these put another No. 7, point up. 
To put on a live minnow, for this train, Insert the front book 
under the lower jaw through the thin part, and pass It up through 
one of the nostrils, and the last hook put through the back, 
being very careful not to get too near the spine. This Is the 
beat method, and by careful handling, your minnow will last 
longer and play better with more success than any other manner. 
A dead minnow la put on just the eame,but does not require such 
careful handling. Any artificial ball Is so put ou that the fish 
cannot strike It without feeling the point of the hook. 

The artificial flexible minnow Is composed of cotton, wool, 
cased over with India rubber and painted to represent the live 
fish. This Is put od the same, of course. It Is an admirable In¬ 
vention of late years, and a moat undeniable killer. With It 
yon have lees trouble, more speed, greater sport and far more 
fish. Black bass, pike, rock bass, white baas, striped bass and 
pan fish are all taken In this manner. We might say that troll¬ 
ing Is almost solely done from the boat. The trailer sits with 
bis face to the stern, the oarsman Id the middle, Or rather near 
the bow, and rowa slowly and quietly along the water; about one 
and a half miles per hour Is the proper speed. A good oarsman 
Is half the battle, and saves much trouble and cursing. 

BOW TO 8TK1KB. 

If the water ts atlll, run out fifty or sixty yards of Hue, but 
If much wind half that amouDt is sufficient. A stiff bretze Is 
most favorable. When you feel a flab, give a good surge of tho 
rod. and you will rarely fall to strike him. If you are flatting 
with two rods (which you can do) pass the other to the oars¬ 
man. Never give the fish an inch, unless by actual compulsion; 
lovailably keep him in hand, feel him at a distance, but still be 
very gentle, not rough and In too much haste. Onc-balf the fish 
that are lost after hooked might be saved, If handled more gently 
and given more time. No good trailer ever uses lead or sinkers 
of any kind. I have seen them used, but to the destruction of 
sport and tackle. They carry your books to the bottom and 
there they stick to rock or root. 

There Is another mode of trolling which I shall here describe, 
but It ts more laborious (Dd not so artistic as the former, but 
the ol jectlons may be endured when we fish for pot as much ss 
for sport. The crou line trolling consists of a long line, 
say two hundred yards; one hundred yards are wound on a 
board, the other part of the line on a similar cne. In the mid¬ 
dle of the llnea flat, square piece of cork about one Inch thick 
by flve iDChea square la secured to a loop lu the middle of the 
cork, and made perfectly stationary, but so secured that th cork 
shall He peifectly fiat upon the water. On either side of thla 
co;k you loop on your artificial or natural bait of files, mluuoss, 
etc., at about two yards apart and on lines from three lo six feet 
In leng'b. You cau use from ten to twelve files or balls ou 
either side. The files, If artificial, should be the large, gaud; 
files used for lake trolling, or soy good bait secured on good 
strong gut, hemp or great, lines. You will want twoboiuyof course, 
with two rneu Id each, one to act as oars • an—the other to hold 
the cards and p.y out Hue or take lo the fish. 

As the boats separate the Lne Is unw. und until all ts paid out. 
The boats are then rowed slowly along In parallel Hues. The 
line should be kept taut, so that the flies skim or dance on the 
surface of the water. To be successful, there should be s good 
breeze to cause a dancing wave or ripple. If flablug In ruuulog 
water, Salt down • ream, but Id any direction on lakes. Each man 
knows hit fish by the cork, and the person opposite has equal 
sport, though be would hardly try to kill a fish booked by his 
comrade. 

There Is much art and tact necessary In this kind of sport. 
Each person Is equ lly Interested when a fish Is felt, snd has ajl 
the work on hand that he desires, as each mu t play the fish 
with the tame dexterity that Is required by the oi her. Here great 
care Is required of the oarsmen to keep the boats in U e rim, 
for any carele-sness on tbel part may cause the loea of your fish. 
If Ibe fish Is hooked close to ihe cork snd a small one, >ou may 
secure him by drawing In the Hue aud lay each fly over the side 
of the boat In regular order, until ibe fish Is reached aid secured. 
But If a large fish Is hooked, this method might play hob with 
your files aud tackle, for If he takes a sudden roah from you every 
thing will be i angled or smashed. To obviate this, all the files 
can ne run up on the line toward the fish—that Is, whin you 
reach he first fly, sUp It to the next, snd b .th lo the third, and 
so continue until the fish Is reached, killed and landed. After¬ 
ward y- u can soon rearrange your tackle. Thla method affords 
much sport and many H..e fish upon waters that are uot too deep 
or rapid. 

From the fifteenth of April to the first of July, and from the 
first I f September to the Pfteeuth of October are the most fa or- 
able seasons for trolling on a majority of waters. The files if 
natural, )ou can collect duriig the Summer mouths, and preserve 
In wheat bran, or, II artlllcl I, you ca i pu charn at any tackle 
store, or make them yourself. In some future article I shall 
give a description of the manner In which you can make your 
own. 

Minnows dead, alive, or artificial can be used on this line with 
great success. Id many waters a v<ry ki ling way of taking fish 
la with ihe set line. This line Is filled with short lines snd balled 
wl h toy natural bait, such as angle worms, grubs, minnows, 
small bits of freeb meat, liver, fish or chicken entrails. Anchor 
one end to a stake, log or stone near the shore, then w.lh a boat 
ran out aa far aa you d sire, letting down the bal ed line wl h a 
heavy weight attached to the last end. Close to the stmtlsg point 
have a light stick or board attach d by tneaiia of a string, so 
that yon can readily begin to lift yonr line. Tbs books may be 
at o . gimp, good hemp or grass lines about a x feet or leas In 
l-ngth. This method Is not so good for gsme fish ss for hoi tom 
feeders; soy bslt msy be used on this Hus. Raise It ss often ss 
you plesss, snd If left during 'be night you msy expect a good 
I number next morning. Indeed. I know many anglers who m ke 
| this styls of fishing qnlte lucrative, and enjoy the moat whole¬ 
some food themselves.

made of atrong tin, galvantsod Iron, or best of all, of copper, 
painted green outside and white Inside. It should be about nine 
Inches In diameter and about eleven Inches deep. One half the 
top should be binged to tbe other half for a lid, with a crooked 
wire soldered to It for a clasp, which Is pressed down over the 
outer rim of the bucket for a fastening. Tbe whole top and two 
Inches down tbe side of the bucket should be perforated with 
boles about one-fourth Inch In diameter. These allow the water 
to enter readily and when you wish a halt the water is soon 
poured off. When you have minnows In your bucket be careful 
to replenish with fresh water as often as they rise to the top and 
appear to be suffering. If tbe day Is very warm the water must 
be changed very often, but the cooler the day the less frequently 
will you have to replenish A good way while Ashing Is to bang 
your bucket over the side of the boat Id the water. This keeps 
them always strong and active, and they many be kept for many 
days by putting bread crumbs Into the bucket and hanging It 
In water about two feet deep. This will often save tbe time and 
trouble of catching them for some future day's sport. Procuring 
minnows Is no small task, and at times It la a serious question 
bow and where to get them at all. I have three methods of get¬ 
ting them. First, take a very small minnow hook, 12 or less, and 
with your knife or pliers break off tbe beard, and bait this with 
a small piece of angleworm, the head or thick end Is best—cover 
log the point of the book. 

A black sewing thread, No. 8 or 10, will do for a line. Use 
no lead or Ooat, and when you see the line move off regularly, 
draw him out gently and quickly, and be will drop from the book 
and you can pot him In your bucket. By being careful you need 
not Injure of “ the dear little creatures.” Secondly, I use a 
small seine Made of luusqulto bar or twine. Tbe former la much 
cheapest, and by doubling It will last for one season; the latter 
is best, and by good care will last many seasons. 

There la one objection to both the foregoing methods—that Is 
this, many of the finest days for Ashing are so cold that minnows 
will not bite, neither can you go Into tbe water to draw your 
seine, without danger of being knocked up by cold In the head 
when you desire to be at your sport. Lastly, and best of all, Is 
to have a dip-net of twine or Ane wire with a handle twelve feet 
long. This you drop in the stream, and plunge In a few stones— 
Arst beyond and then nearer, until time to lift—or better still, 
have a boy or man splash In the water and drive them over the 
net, which you deftly lift out and your bait is secured. Small 
streams with deep, narrow holes are the places to get good bait 
—the more rapid the stream the stronger and more active will be 
the minnows which you obtain.

The Mirth of Fish-Culture In America. 


(Rrittl before the Central Flehcultura) Society ) 

BT THEODATUS GAJU.XCK, JCD. 

Mb. President, and Gentlemen of This Convention I 
have been Invited to write a paper to be read before you, but It Is 
hardly necessary for me to say that I am quite uniat for such a 
task, lying as I am on a sick bed, and have been many years; be¬ 
sides this, I carry tbe weight of nearly seventy-Ave years. But 
enough by way of excuses. 

The discovery of artlddal fecundation of Ashes, was Arst an¬ 
nounced In this country In the National Intelligencer in 1853. I 
do not know of any modern discovery that struck me with such 
force as this did. I saw, or thought I saw, the most important 
discovery of the age, especially In such a country as ours; having 
such a vast extent of Inland water of all kinds adapted to Ash 
farming. I was so pleased with the discovery that I acted upon 
it at once, and selected brook trout (Salmo fontinalu) for my 
Arst experiments, obtaining my parent Ashes from the 8ault 8te 
Marie, in the month of August of the same year. I also obtained 
about forty trout from Port Stanley. On the 21st. of November, 
I made my Arst attempt at artlAcial spawning and fertilizing tbe 
ova so procured. During the Incubation of these eggs, I re¬ 
peatedly exhibited them before the Cleveland Academy of Nat 
ural Sciences, In a glass cell that I had prepared, containing 
water, using a Ane microscope (Smith & Beck’s). These exhlbi 
tlons were repeated at every meeting of the Academy until I 
Anally showed the members the young trout—a qneer thing to 
be called a trout. 

I was so delighted with the birth of this little tiny thing, that 
I ran my horse to town, some two miles, to tell my partner In 
the practice of surgery, Prof. Ackly, on whose farm I made my 
experiments. We both rushed back to the farm to see this baby 
trout, which was born on the 22d of February, 1854. This trout 
has a history, a history such as no other Ash can boast of, being 
undoubtedly the Arst Ash produced by artlAcial fecundation, on 
, the American continent. 

When I look back, I confess I am astonished at the magnitude 
to which this discovery has grown, and yet I had an Inkling of It 
at the very start. 

I forgot to mention that I procured one or two thousand eggs 
from trout In Venango county, Pa., sometime Id October of 
that year, the Hon. E. D. Potter assisting me. Quite a number 
of these perished, owing, I think, Jo their being transported some 
distance In wet sand. 

I exhibited trout, old and young, at two of our state fairs, at 
Cleveland and at Cincinnati. This constitutes about all of my 
experiments In artlAcial Ashculture. 

The Immense Improvements made since my experiments, need 
no comment from me, but I think and expect farther and per 
baps even greater Improvements will be made In this branch of 
our Industries This convention shows clearly that you do not 
consider your work completed. Permit me, gentlemen, to make 
some extracts from Scotland’s greatest man, Hugh Miller, not for 
the purpose of enlightening, but to encoarage you; and, I may 
add, to lighten the tax on myself In preparing this paper. 

"Man, in this great department of Industry, la what none of hla 
predecessors upon the earth ever were—“a fellow-worker” with 
the Creator. He la a mighty Improver of creation. We recognise 
that as Improvement which adapts nature more thoroughly to 
man's own necessities and wants, and renders It more pleasing 
both to his sense of the esthetic, and to bla more material senses 
also. He adds to the beauty of tbe Aowers which he takes under 
his charge, to the delicacy and fertility of tbe fruits; the seeds of 
the wild grasses become corn beneath his care; the green herbs 
grow great of root or bulb, or bulky and succulent of top and 
leaf; tbe wild produce of nature sports nnder his band; tbe rose 
and Illy broaden their disks and multiply their petals; the harab 
crab swells out Into a delicious golden rinded apple, streaked 
with crimson; the productions of his kitchen garden, strangely 
metamorphosed to serve the uses of hla table, bear forms un¬ 
known to nature; an occult law of change and development In¬ 
herent to these organisms meets In him with the developing 
Instinct and ability, and they are regenerated under hla sur¬ 
veillance. Nor Is hla InAuence over many of the animals leas 
marked. The habits which he Imparts to the parents become 
■slurs, In his behalf, In their offspring. The dog acquires, 
under his tutelage, the virtues of Adellty to a master and 
affection to a friend. The ox and horse learn to assist him In the 


labors of the Helds. The udders of the cow and goat distend 
beneath hla care far beyond the slae necessary In the wild state, 
and supply him with rich milk, and the various other products of 
the dairy. The fleece of the sheep becomes Ane of texture and 
longer of Abre In his pens and folds; and even the Indocile silk¬ 
worm spins In hla sheltered conservatories, sod among the 
mulberry trees which he has planted, a larger and brighter and 
more glistening cocoon. Man Is the great creature-worker of 
the world—Its one created being that, taking up tbe work of the 
adorable Creator, carries It on to higher results and nobler 
developments, and duds a Held for his persevering Ingenuity and 
skill In e ery province In which his Maker had expatiated before 
him. He la evidently—to adopt and modify tbe remarks of 
Oken—God’s Image manifest In the flesh. 

Tbe ability of accomplishing the same ends by the same 
means—in other words, of thinking and acting In the same 
practical tract—Indicates a similarity, If not Identity, of intel¬ 
lectual nature. At a geometrician, as an arithmetician, as a 
chemist, as an astronomer—In short, In all the departments of 
what are known as tbe strict sciences—man differs from his 
Maker, not In kind, but In degree. Tbe deputed lord of creation, 
availing himself of Hod's natural laws, does what no mere animal 
of the old geologic ages ever did, or ever could have done—he 
adorns and beautlfles the earth, and adds ten-fold to Its original 
fertility and productiveness.” • 

The above extracts from Hugh Miller are undoubtedly true. 
We cannot look out of doors nor In doors without seeing the 
proof of his statements. It applies to Ashculture as well as to 
hundreds of tbouaaudsof other things that man has accomplished. 
You will make further Improvements In Ashculture; among them 
will be hybridising. It Is now accomplished,without man's Inter 
ference. The Salmo amethgtixu and the Halmo risenurt in Lake 
Superior, I have seen and eaten of them all, parents and hybrids. 
Tbe parent Ashes spawn at the same time and together on the 
same spawning beds; the result Is, there me many hybrids. The 
hybrid Is much the best Ash. It Is not necessary for me to say 
that In order to breed hybrids the parent Ashes must be of the 
same genus and should spawn at tbe same time of the year. It Is 
not very long since a prominent flshculturlst announced In a 
sporting journal that he had bred hybrids from the Salmo fontinalu 
and another species of trout (I forget Its name) found In Cali¬ 
fornia or among the Rocky mountains. I do not remember which 
place. Now, tbe Salmo funtinalit spawns In the Fall of the year, 
October and November, and this California trout spawns In the 
month of March, s • said this person who accomplished this as¬ 
tonishing feat in Ashculture, there being flve or six months dif¬ 
ference In their time of spawning. 

How he accomplished thts feat, I do not know, unless he adop¬ 
ted Rev. Dr. John Bachman's plan, that of drying tly: eggs of the 
perch for ten days from which he obtained a considerable num 
ber of young perch. I have not the least doubt that eggs that 
have dried for ten days would be as sure to hatch In Ave or six 
months, or even flve or six years. Such statements are pernl 
clous, as they tend to lead beginners astray. 

Mr. President and gentlemen of this convention, you have this 
to eucournge you,the Creator has endowed you with faculties that 
At you for this work, which enables you to be co-workers with 
Him; you avail yourselves of His laws.

Secretary Evurts ou the Fisher) and Reciprocity Ques¬ 
tions. 


In the course of his remarks, at the reception tendered him 
In Toronto lately, Secretary Evarts said: “The present admin¬ 
istration, inheriting the Anal close of one of the commissions 
which grew out of the treaty of Washington—I mean the Halifax 
commission—has seen the determination of that question In tbe 
judgment of the commtssson. Tbe matter was presented to the 
British government by what was regarded by us as a necessary and 
proper du- y to our own people. We represented that that commis¬ 
sion had not falrlywdhered to the subjects committed to It, but had 
gone Into a more general valuation than was contemplated or 
authorised by the treaty of Washington, and which have resulted 
In a larger award than we thought the pecuniary relations on 
the subject of tbe Asheries possibly justlfled. But, as you all 
know, we were very careful that our ground of objection should 
not be confounded with a repugnance to meet a pecuniary bur¬ 
den, and tbe view having been taken by Great Britain that tbe 
submission of the treaty had uot been transcended, the award 
was paid, aud that was the end of that epeclflc matter. [Loud 
cheers.] 8o far as any future relations of the two countries to 
the flsbery question are concerned, as the treaty of Washington 
made but a temporary provision, terminating now In six years, of 
course there will be negotiations which will render necessary, at 
length, the further consideration of tbe subject But It Is hardly 
necessary to say that these negotiations will be conducted on our 
part, and certainly on the part of England, so far as we have any 
opinion or feeling, in as quiet, and I think I may say—for the 
people on both sides of tbe water pride themselves on their sense 
—In as sensible a manner as any subjects of dispute are ever con¬ 
ducted. [Hear, hear] 

I Imagine that there Is constantly pressing on the minds of 
those who live, as you do, upon the borders of th se two great 
nations a wish that th. commercial, the trade, the custom house 
and duty embarrassments may be reduced to a minimum, and that 
there may be a free flow of commerce between these two com¬ 
munities, as the Interests of the two may rendi r possible. [Hear, 
I’csr. and cheers.] Of course, we do not always agree when we 
are on two sides of a great natloual consideration, any more 
than whe i we are on the opposing sides of a private litigation. 
Protection on onr part, as toward Canada, and protection of Can¬ 
ada as toward the United States, do not strike people looking 
from opposite sides always In the same way [Laughter.] But 
this teaches us at least one thing—that on both sides of the line 
these matter< are governed by a pretty strong predominance of 
what one may call human nature. It Is a pretty const-ntquan- 
tlty In public as well as private affairs; and If an < nllghtened and 
patient and benevolent treatment can be applied to this great 
subject, on Abe one side and on the . tber, it a 111 end, I 
have no doubt, In a great extension of tbe freedom of Intercoms 
and a great reduction of tbe embarrassments which are felt, I 
suppose, as quite unsuitable between communities that are so 
much alike, and which are so situated that, to at great an exten t 
as possible, freedom of Intercourse between them should be de¬ 
sired and promott d. [Cheers.] 

Captain Cex Sees the Koa-Serpent. 

The good ship Privateer recently arrived In New York from 
London commanded by Capt. J. f . Cox. He tails a remarkable 
story of a sea-serpent which be says be encountered during his 
voyage. On Aug. 5, he says, the weather was Ane and dear, and 
the ship was making good speed under a daasllng sen, a hundred 
miles from Brest, off tbe coast of France. About Ave o’clock

Tbe captain knew that 
there could be no delusion, tor It was not mors than three bun- 
dred yards away, and Its snaky contortions caused a commotion 
In tbe water as It a school of whales were flghting But the cap¬ 
tain felt no fear until tbe Immense mass began moving toward 
the ship. Just at this moment the serpent lifted Its bead aloft, 
and, with fascinating grace, swung Its neck around for a moment 
over the white caps, and suddsnly, with a loud splash, disap¬ 
peared. It Immediately arose again, poised Its vulture-llke head 
over the waves a moment, then went down Into the white foam 
This remarkable performance was repeated three times, at Inter 
vela of ten seconds. Then the serpent turned completely around 
and dashed away from the ship. In conclusion the captain says 
that he has seen many kinds of Ash and sea monsters, but never 
anything that could be called a sea-serpent. In this Instance be 
says he not only saw the outlines of the serpent, but carefully 
noted Its great melancholy eyes. Its color was of a deep black 
and Its shape like that of an eel. 

" ’Twas Just off Brest,” says our skipper, squirting half a plot 
of tobacco Juice over the port taffrall (we know Just where that 
part of the ship Is because we’ve seen Pinafore), “ where we Arst 
sighted this monster.” 

The reporter of the Chicago Field ventured to ask the tarry 
captain If he had any idea that this might be the same leviathan 
which sank the Columbia. 

“I don’t know about that,” said he, “but I do know that it was a 
big one," and with a voice much like that of our old friend Dick 
Deadeye, be led tbe way Into the cabin, and reaching down a 
couple of tumblers and a decanter, we “Joined " him. What a 
revelation 1 We saw It all then. The serpent appeared, a sad- 
eyed, swarthy fellow, ninety-seven feet long. We no longer are 
among the skeptics who scout at the reliable accounts of worthy 
sea-faring men. 

Rockv Mountain Trout. 


Cbaokin Falls, O. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It was my good fortune to spend 
several weeks during last July and August, and I had such good 
Ashing that I oft- n thought of my eastern friends, and wished at 
least a thousand times for their company to help me enjoy the 
new. flab and the. grand sport which I now propose to tell some¬ 
thing about. On July 1st and 2nd I took two hundred and 
thirty mountain trout from the Platte river, with the fly. 

Did you ev< r see a Rocky Mountain trout, or a description of 
one! Perhaps you have, as you know our Ashes sclentlflcally, 
but I atn sure the majority of your readers have not, and the, 
are so different from the S. fontinalu of the East that I am sure 
they are a distinct species. 

Going up, on the Denver and South Fork R. R., the train ran 
very slowly through Platte canon, and trout could be seen nearly 
every rod. They looked like our eastern brook trout, as seen In 
the water, but after making the Arst cast and land! g a half 
pounder, It was plain to be seen I hat they were • Iffcreut, and an 
entirely new Ash to me; In fact, I was as much surprised as If I 
had landed ash.rk. These trout lack the red specks of the east¬ 
ern species, but have Instead many black spots which are larger 
than the well known critnso i dots; these black spo a are not so 
plentiful on the anterior portion, but occur more freely as they 
approach the tall, and the caudal An is ooyered with them. Along 
tbe sides on the lateral line are bright, pink spots of a diamond 
shape, which in some specimens are quite bright, and In others 
nearly obsolete. The flesh Is pure white and the form Is like the 
brook trout of the East, It has a bright carmine stripe on each 
side of the lower jaw, underneath, and Is said to attain a weight 
of ten pounds, although I caught none over half a pound. The 
larger ones are takeD by trolling with a spoon ar minnow, and I 
had neither. 

The hunting there Is grand, but I will tell you of that another 
time, as I am now planning for a six months’ trip through the 
mountains, to California, by wav of New Mexico, and back by 
way of Salt Lak , the National Park and the Black HIUs.

“ Mountain Trout.”—(Salino Virglnalis.) 

« Lead ville, Col. 

Editor Chicago Field; —Here In Colorado we have several 
varieties of what are generally known as mountain trout, but the 
Salmo virginalu are by far the most common and widespread In 
their habit. They differ both in general appearance and habits 
from S. fontinalu or tbe common brook trout of the east and 
Northeast. The spawning season extends over a period of flve 
months from April 1 to September I, being earliest In the foot¬ 
hills and latest In the higher mountain reglous. Even at this 
writing, October 9, I found In the head-waters of the Arkan- 

rtver young trout uot over one Inch In length, while 

most of these mountain streams trout of that size ap¬ 
pear In the latter part of June and Arst of July. These 

trout during Bummer remain In the shallow, cool waters and 
return to deep or warm waters In the Fall and Winter. Nature 
gives them little or no food lu Winter In our highest snow water 
streams except where spring branches Join them, and It Is In such 
spring streams that our little trout And food and shelter, away 
from their larger brethren of the lakes and deep rivers. As soon 
as tbe water from the melting snows and Ice begins to swell the 
streams, It Is the sign d for tbe trout to advance, and up they go 
In countless numbers, branching off Into every side brook or riv¬ 
ulet until they And a sultab e spawning ground. Their mission 
ended, they linger along In the upper waters, fcedlDg and sport 
Ing In the ripples and pools till the receding of the floods warn the 
larger ones of their danger and the narrower confloed waters 
affording less food Impels them to depart. Down they come, but 
not In such schools as when upward bound. For months, each 
deep hole with tta sheltering bash or bank and the strong swift 
current setting Into It contains one, two or three “ heavy fellows ” 
(one pound and upward); these are tbe beauties that the "Ten- 
derfeet ” hook and always love to tell about when they get back 
to camp. But as Winter draws ulgh, these “ monarchs of the 
brook ’’ seek deeper and more sheltered waters, leaving to tbe 
little ones the sole possession of the Bummer stream; with tbe 
advent of another Spring the big ones are the Arst to move In the 
upward race. __ Gordon Laud.

If nothing Is done to protect It, one of the great re¬ 
sources of that river will be entirely ruined, and the country 
will be none the better for It. We hope the legislature will do 
something In the matter.—Olympia ( WasMnglonTtr.) Transcript. 

UoonsniNo in tub Pacific. —San Francisco had thirteen cod- 
flshlng vessels, with 2S0 men In 1879. The buslnees fluctuates 
with the demand for the fish, and the number of vessels has 
never been the same for two consecutive years. The total catch 
was 2,000 tons In t870, 1,800 In 1871, 550 In 1872, 850 In 1873, 
580 In 1874, 550 In 1875, 1,200 In 1876, 1,800 In 1877, and 1,500 
In 1878. The codflshtng grounds are south of the Aleutian 
Islands, especially the Choumagln group, and In the Okhotsk 8ea. 
The latter, though 2,000 miles further, and a month In sailing 
time, Is preferred, because the area of known fishing-ground Is 
greater, the whole sea, 700 miles long by 500 wide, being one lm- 
mente cod bank, with water from twenty-five to fifty fathoms 
deep, where the largest vessels can anchor and cruise; whereas 
tbe banks near the Aleutian Islands, so far ss examined, are too 
near tbe Islands or too small for large vessels to enter with safety. 
Behring Sea, twice as large as the Okhotsk, and from fifteen to 
fifty fathoms deep, Is another Immense cod bank, but Is not used 
now. There may be extensive cod banks south of tbe Aleutian 
Islands, but tbe American government has neglected to have any 
exploration made. The average size of tbe Pacific cod Is about 
three and a half pounds, though there Is no difficulty In getting 
larger flsh In deep water. A few codfish are brought to Califor¬ 
nia from Massachusetts, but the Importation Is steadily decreas¬ 
ing and will soon cease. The California flsh are sent to Oregon, 
Washington, and a few as far east as Utsh, and small shipments 
are made for tbe use of Americans lu China, Japan and Mexico, 
the natives of those countries not having learned to like salt fish. 
One codflshlng vessel has been sent out from Puget Bound, but 
has been withdrawn from the business. Oregon, British Colom¬ 
bia and Alaska have, and have bad, no sailing vessels occupied reg¬ 
ularly In codflshlng, hut the fish are caught off Vancouver Island 
and Alaska, and eaten fresh. All the cod brought In codflshlng 
vessels to Ban Francisco are pickle-cured; a few caught near the 
harbor are brought In fresh .—San Francisco Alta. 

Thb New York Aquarium. —The aquarium has become the 
possessor of one of those famous electric eels from the River 
Amazon, 8outh America. It was the only one of thirteen that 
survived the long journey, and measures about three and one- 
half feet long by about eight Inches In circumference, Is of a nut- 
brown color on the back and a bright orange underneath, with 
a pectoral tin running Ita entire length.

Early Impressions. 

BT BVBB1TT VOW CHLI*. 

“I have shipped the puppy, and feel confident that you will be 
more than pleased with him. He Is a noble animal, and his blood 
la * royal unto purple.' You will have very little trouble with bis 
training, aa I have already taught him to retrieve. 1 don't think 
he will be gun-shy, for I have practiced pistol shooting very near 
his kennel." - , 

How many purchasers or trainers of dogs have not received 
the stereotyped above a day or two In advance of a thoroughly 
spoiled canine 1 Are we to conclude that our friend has dis¬ 
honestly misrepresented what we have so earnestly longed for or 
so pstlently awaited! By no means I Then why the discrepancy 
—how are we to account for tbe difference between the statement 
that the pup “ has been tsught to retrieve," and the fact that he 
will not retrieve I And how Is It possible that a dog accustomed 
to pistol shooting close to his kennel Is the worst esse of gun- 
shyness we ever saw 1 The explanation Is extremely simple— 
uhm got at. Our friend Is a lover of tbe canine race (which he 
must be to Instruct successfully), but —dear little but—(not 
Buttercup), It Is a small word, but on this little hinge creaka tbe 
shutter of failure, swung by the wind of mistaken kindness. 
He bas not blended the undeniable must with the entreating 
"do” In his first lessons: consequently the dog will retrieve 
when he is In a playful humor, but when desired to do so as a 
matter of business, tells you In his Inimitable way, that he would 
"rather not." 

" Never fore s a young dog to do a thing, ’ says an eminent 
writer, " lest you Intimidate him to that extent that you can 
coax him to do nothing.’’ Show me a dog which has never been 
forced to do a thing, and I will show you,a dog upon which you 
cannot depend. Discretion and prudence must precede and fol¬ 
low every act of the Instructor of either humanity or beast, and 
common sense Is necessary to the success of their operations; 
but a bending of the will of the master to that of the pupil, re¬ 
verses their relation to each other; the master becomes the pupil 
aud tbe pupil the roaster. 

Another says, “ I would not own the Bulky beast that has 
been whipped Into obedience. If I cannot by love and reward, 
coax him Into obedience, I do not want his unwilling servitude.” 
All very well, my friend, upon paper, but ere you have practiced 
your romantic theory a whole season In the company of “unwill¬ 
ing servitors,” who perform their duty partly because they must 
and partly because they love It, you will look upon It from 
another standpoint, and wonder where you picked up snch an 
absurd Idea. Teach him frt>m tM flrtt that you love him when 
he obeys you, and when he doe* not obey yon; but that It Is no< 
love which will allow a young, Inexperienced and Innocent mind 
that cannot distinguish good from evil, to choose the evil ways, 
believing them the good ones, without raising a band or pulling a 
cord to guide It aright. Look at our moral and civil laws; are 
they not a complete system of rewards—and punishments! Is 
man lower than the beast that he must have punishment mingled 
with his rewards, while the dog requires none! Beat this argu¬ 
ment If you can; but If you cannot, don’t ever again advocate 
such a Quixotic system. 

Now, we want to know why tbe dog, about whose kennel pistol 
shots have been frequently Bred In rapid succession, Is gun-sby I 
Simply because pistol shots have been frequently Bred about his 
kennel, and In rapid succession, without first getting him accus¬ 
tomed to less startling noises, then gradually Introducing slightly 
charged pistol shots. Tbe first Impression was terrifying, and he 
has never, by his own will, been able to control his terror. If 
our friend bad looked Into the kennel at the puppy he would 
have found him crouched In a corner, trembling In every limb. 
Will all dogs act In this way! No. Many dogs take as naturally 
to the report of a gun as a fish does to water; but again, there 
are many who are naturally timid, and many more In whom the 
trait of gun-shyness Is hereditary. This dog may have In¬ 
herited his shyness, or the firing may have been the primary 
cause; therefore It Is necessary to proceed with the utmost cau¬ 
tion, as you can only find your mistake In the reverse action, after 
the mischief Is done and It Is too late to retract. Early Impres¬ 
sions are lasting, and It takes much longer to undo the mischief 
done than to gradually accustom the pup to firing. I would 
rather break two five months old puppies which have never been 
handled than one year old dog “ partly broken." The first la a 
clear sheet ready to receive Impressions; the latter bas been 
through the press and received Impressions other than the copy 
calls for, and which must be erased before the correct matter 
can be received, and It must be a skillful workman who un¬ 
dertakes to repair the wrong, for a few blundering attempts may 
forever ruin tbe once fair sheet. 

There Is another point which may properly come under this 
bead, and that U never to whip a dog, young or old, unleaa you 
are certain that be la fully conscious of bla fault—that Is to say 
that he must know/wr what you punish him; the facta that you 
punish him and that he knows for what, convince him that It la 
your will that the action upon his part must not be repeated. 

Then, again, suppose you have taught your dog to come 
promptly, to charge and to retrieve from land; and now you 
undertake to teach him to swim and to retrieve from water. Sup¬ 
pose that he has never been In the water and Is naturally a timid, 
though an ambitious dog, and that early In the morning you put 
him through bla regular exercises, and then take him to the 
river, and after much coaxing and petting you persuade him to 
enter tbe water after a stick, and the cold plunge with the 
strange feeling of the water to hla body canaes him to turn 
quickly to shore and refute upon any account to try It again 
Just then. What will you do! Will you allow him to go to hla 
kennel again, master of the situation, or will you fort* him to 
enter the water! Neither! In tho first Instance he would 
receive the Impression that be could, at times at least, be master, 
and would moat surely try the experiment again at tbe next 
yard lesson. In the second Instance you would run a terrible 
risk of ruining him for water retrieving. His first Im¬ 
pression concerning water would be one of fear. 
Then, you ask, what should be done! Simply this 
If he refuses to enter the water, make him retrieve from 
land. Call aa older dog that la fond of tbe water, take tbe pup 
by the collar and throw tbe stick Into tbe water tor the older dog, 
when be baa brought It eevaral times, make the pup bring It from 
land. Keep this up tor some time, tbe old dog for the water, tbe 
pup on land—no matter how eager tbe pup Is to enter the water 
now. don’t let him do ao, but take him back to the keonel. Next 
day try him again, and If be refuses, repeat the same business. 
Two or three trials will almost always bring about tbe desired 
result, and on each day and at each lesson you leave tbe pop 
with the Impression that hla last act In your prese nc e was one 


of obedience, L r., retrieving from land If not from water. The 
greatest Importance should be attached to this matter of never 
leaving a dog with tbe knowledge that be has (though temporarily) 
beaten you. Let all hla first (and last) Impressions be that be has 
submitted to your will, and that although you have always been 
firm, you have never been violent

Mr. Macdona’s letter In the London Field on tbe "Braunfels 
biscuits ’’ as a cheap and excellent food for dogs has brought 
forth a reply from the “ Spratts' Patent Biscuit Manufactory," 
from which we dip the following:

Retrieving. 

Greensboro, Halb Co., Ala. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have had some experience In 
teaching dogs to retrieve. If you think It worth publishing you 
can do so, for the benefit of those who may desire to teach their 
own dogs. 

Take the dog Into a room with the door open; lie around his 
neck a cord strong and about a quarter of an Inch In thlcknesa; 
coax the dog to follow yon around the room, saying, " come In;" 
If be does not follow, Jerk him sharply by tbe cord, until he findfir 
It more comfortable to follow than to be so rudely punished. 

When you have taught him to follow, all the time repeating 
the words “ come In," and, whenever he starts toward the open 
door, or under any object In the room, checking him with the 
cord and saying, " ware fence,” then put Into hU mouth any 
object which you may wish him to carry, at a bnnch of feathers, 
a corn cob, or a ball. If he drops It, slap him and aay, " bad," 
or give him a sharp Jerk, and replace the feathers or ball In hla 
mouth. When he follows and carries well, speak kindly to him; 
have a plate with tome tempting morsel on It; let him drop the 
object Into the hand at the word “ give," and then let him have 
the food. Persevere until he follows, dragging the cord after 
him, and, If when be comes to the open door be starts toward It, 
seise tbe cord, Jerk him back, and say, " ware fence 1” You thus 
teach him In one lesson to follow at tout heels, to “ carry,” and 
not to " break fence.” Be lavish In kindness when be obeys, but 
check him sharply with the cord If be refuses to follow, or at¬ 
tempts to ion out at the door. 

When be Is perfected In carrying, put a biscuit In hla mouth; 
make him hold It; If he sticks his teeth In It alap him, and say, 
“bad;” go round the room with the dog following at your heels 
with tbe biscuit In hla mouth. When you have taught him to 
carry the biscuit, make him drop it Into your hand at the word 
" give." If be refuses to “give,’’ open hla mouth, take It from 
him, and break It Into small bits, and allow him to eat them. 
When this lesson has been several times repeated, If yon throw 
tbe biscuit and aay, “come In/’ dr " bring,be will fetch It, and 
drop It at the word " give.” You should then break It Into bits, 
and allow him to eat It. 

I thus taught a dug lo retrieve, and to bring me any object, 
even a piece of/of meat not larger than the end Of the finger, 
and be brought It In hla mouth as delicately as I could havs dome 
In my fingers—not even taking It Inside of his lips. Tie first 
partridge (OrtpxstfrgManus) I ever shot to him, I winged. Be 


caught tbe bird and mashed It before I could get to him, and 
was preparing to swallow It Just as I got bold of him. I extri¬ 
cated It fr. m hi * throat, produced my whip from my bird bag, 
eels d him by the collar, and Inflicted condign pun shment. I 
then threw tbe bird as f.r as I could, and said to him, “ bring I " 
He gallo. ed to the spot, retrieved tbe bird, and dropped It Into 
my hand at the word “give.” 

You may think It Strang) that be should have attempted to 
eat the blid, but It was the first be bail ever had bis mouth on. 
How did he know It was not his own prey! There was no scent 
of my Oncers upon It. He never afterward maahe 1 or at' empted 
to eat a bird. In fact he annoyed me for a long time afterward 
by bringing lo me any “ ordure” which be mlgnt fl d—not dar¬ 
ing to eat It without my permission. 

To have whipped any other dog without tbe preliminary train¬ 
ing which I had given mine, would have broken him efl. dually 
from ever touching, much leaa bringing, another bird. 

I have now a young setter which fetches sell, but I am giving 
her lessons In the same way l hat I taught my pointer, Dan, the 
best retriever on land or from water I have ever known. My set¬ 
ter runs lo a gallop and fetches whatever I throw, but sometimes 
ahe stops, aa Hiawatha says the rabbit did: 

” Adjldomo, on her haunches," * 

and no coaxing will bring her nearer. We will soon “ change all 
that” Greensboro.

VI. 

Suediac, Niw Brunswick. 

Editor Chicago Fiblo:—I t was altogether uuneoeaaary for 
old Mlcmac Glooecap to go to Newfoundland in order to grow of 
•neb a stature that hla head should be encircled by clouds. He 
might hare accomplished this ambition any summer day In St. 
John If the and-nt climate waa Ilk. the present one When 
that old naval explorer a couple of centorlea ago, went hack to 
England and reported that Hallf >x bad a climate which waa made 
np of nine months of winter and three months of fog for each 
year, be might hart added, “ And St. John la Ilk. unto It," 
There wet even then, and had been long before, a settlement 
where this city now stands, consisting of French traders and 
missionaries, and many and many are the battlea that hare been 
fought since thet time np and down three rocky blnffi between 
white men and Indiana, betwaaa English and French, Xngllah and 


Americans, and Americans and French; and I know not how 
many petty masters came to awing their brief ecoptree over this 
region, to grow rich- on Its fare and Bsh, or perieh In resisting a 
rival’s attack or In some expedition of revenge. The greatest of 
these waa HugenotLa Tour, to whom Charles I. of England gave 
a grant of all this region; but even greater than be was Madame 
La Tour, and you will not be long In studying the history of SL 
John before yon learn how doughty and faithful a woman she 
was. 

My road lay northward that chill morning that Is only a couple 
of days, yet seems a fortnight, ago.whenjl shivered my way down 
to the station of the Intercolonial railway In the Valley. The 
Valley Is s part of the city lower than the rest, where geologists 
suppose the 8t. John river anciently found an outlet to the sea. 
It la filled with streets, houses and manufactories, and here Is the 
skating rink where 8L John amuses Itself in winter. Up on a 
rocky knoll overhead Is the flne hoepltal building, whence can be 
Men a wide prospect, with many Interesting features. 

The road runs along the Kenuebacats — an arm of the ms extend¬ 
ing Inland for 25 miles northwesterly, like a long, narrow river. 
Ite banks at first are marshy, and Its width Uke-llke. After¬ 
ward sloping meadows retreat from Its margin to rocky hills, and 
these sre everywhere cultivated, with now and then s hamlet. 
8teamboats, sailing craft and small boats sre Men, for much of 
this beautiful water Is sought by St. Johnltes as a summer relief 
from the damp city. And so, gliding out under the cliffs, and 
along this bine Inland ms, we leave behind ns the black and busy 
seaport—“ picturesque St. John, with Its couple of centuries of 
history and tradition, its commerces, Its enterprlM, felt all along 
the cosst, and through the settlements of the territory to the 
Northwest, with Its no doubt charming society and solid English 
culture, and the summer tourist. In an Idle mood, regarding It 
for a day, says It Is nanghtl” 

This railway runs through a region rich In Indian traditions. 
Here waa the western edge of the wide territory occupied by the 
Mlctnace, a tribe said to have been related to the Huront, while 
their neighbors of the powerful Etchewln tribe, who held the 
valley of the St. John river, belonged to the Delaware nation. 
The Mlcmacs ranged over all the coast region, with little ex¬ 
ception, from the 8t. Croix river to PriDce Edward Island and the 
Bay of Chaleor. They have left their ImpreM more deeply than 
Is usual upon the history of the whole region, and are not yet 
extinct by any means, bat, of coarse, have retreated to the recesMe 
of the woods or have adopted a semi-civilization that robs them 
of all our respect as ‘ red sons of the forest” 

Every great feature of natural scenery, even strange phenome¬ 
non that haa left the evidence of Its action In the physical geogra¬ 
phy of these Provinces, they accounted for by some heroic story 
which now lingers about It as the romantic setting In which Its 
glories appear to modern eyes more glorious. The great hero of 
the Mlcmacs was Qlooecap. He was more than a hero, he waa 
divine,—a demigod, a deity In human form and habit. Like all 
the spirit heroes, the god-men of savage nations, he was the em¬ 
bodiment of power, and delighted In miraculous deeds of valor. 
A student of the legends shout him would discover a great simi¬ 
larity to the character of Heno, the Iroquois god-man, to the 
Thor of Norway, and even to the Jupiter of Roman faith. If 
Arlon could ride on a dolphin, why couldn’t Glooecap take a whale 
for hla ferry I 

The story of Glooecap begins with the existence of himself 
and bis brother Malunsts; what waa their origin no one pretends 
to explain, but they were credited with Invincible power. They 
lived In this very district that we are now whirling through io 
smoothly, over steel rails and a good road-bed; and on tho banks 
and In the waters of this very Kennebacsls lived their monster 
enemy, the Great Beaver. There was vast jealousy, It appears, 
between these two giant brothers, but Glooscap appears to have 
bad the advantage, and to have used It clemently, for he knew 
that bis brother was vulnerable only by the touch of a fern-root, 
and waa able to keep to himself the secret of his own vulnera¬ 
bility. He told MaJunsts that an owl’s feather would put a 
quietus upon him, but this was a “ blind; ” and In Indulging In 
the deception Glooecap showed a just appreciation of hla broth¬ 
er’s character, for that night, aa he slept, MaluoMs went out to 
the forest, shot with an arrow the Owl, Koo-koo-eko’oe, and 
struck him with It ‘‘with Intent to kill,” as the law says. 
Whether Malunsls was tempted to this unbrotherly deed by the 
Squirrel nr by the Sou of the Great Beaver, the Indians sre un¬ 
certain, but It Is believed that bis own evil ambitious needed no 
prompter. Then Glooscap awoke and reproached his brother 
(as he naturally would), but afterward fooled him again by say- 
tbat a blow from the root of a fine would kill him. Knowing It 
wae untrue, be was not sfrtld to accompany the treacherous man 
Into the forest on a hunt, and got no more than be expected when 
be was awakened one night bjr a Wow from a pine-root. This 
time he rtpronched bis brother with a club, and drove blm away. 
Then be sat down by the broobdtlednd said to himself, “ Naught 
but a flowering rush can kill me.” Musquash, the Beaver, heard 
this as be crouched hidden Bmnng t.be sedges, and reported the 
soliloquy to Malunsls, demanding In return that he be given wings 
like a pigeon. But the warrior waa angry at this presumption on 
the part of the Beaver, and shouted out ” Off with you I What 
do you, with a tall like a file, want of pigeon’s wtugst’’ So the 
Beaver turned In enmity to Malunsls and confessed to Glooscap 
what he had done. It seems that the secret was out now, In 
truth, ind the hero saw that hla only safety lay In hls brother's 
death; so hs took s fern end went through tbs wide forest In 
search of Maluuals, whom he slew.

The St. John river the Mlcmacs called Ouangoudlc, and down 
at the head of Its estuary waa one of the homes of Glooscap, 
known as Meuagwes, occupying the site of tbs metropolis we are 
leaving behind. It was from there, one of the oldest legends re¬ 
lates, that the attendants of the hero during hla abMnce on a 
bunting expedition In the forest, were abducted by a powerful 
evil magician, who fled with them to Grand Manan, then to Cape 
Breton, end finally to far Newfoundland. Glooscap came berk 
bent on vengeance. These Indian gods were modeled much after 
Ibe style of the men who put tbolr faith In them, like all the 
other gods, and thought revenge sweet. So he called In from 
the ms the whales, mounted oo their backe and laid hls course 
through the fogs aud over the swirling tides to the cllff-bonnd, 
hlrd-haunted shores where hls servants were prisoners to the Evil 
One. The farther he got from home the bigger be grew. 
What would be simply expansion of self-esteem In mortals under 
similar circumstances, this Immortal wae able to show physically, 
and hls stature Increased nntll hla head was girt by clouds; bat 
this did not require a tall man, aa I said before, In this land of 
almost steady rein, 

“ Where angry •*•• ImcMtaul roar, 

And foggy mists their wing* expand." 

The evil wlxerd was found and killed, of oouree, end Qlooecap’s 
follower* took deck passage (not Bret cabin, like Jonah I) back by 


their patron’a whale line to Menagwea The Indiana will tell you 
to this day where he crossed the gut of Canso, which Is said to 
be derived from the Indian word Cannot*, signifying " facing 
the frowning cliffs.” 

Glooacap’s next exploit was the killing of the Great Beaver, 
the chief of all the malignant deities In this part of the world. 
This accomplished, the great man seems to have moved bis mar¬ 
velous wigwam over to Nova Scotia, and made the'Basin of Mimas, 
np at the head of the Bay of FuDdy, the scene of hla farther 
beneficent and heroic career. This Basin of Mimas Is also the 
scene of the Evangeline romance. 

Wbat troubled blm most were the magicians. The sir about 
him Memed full of little devils that spent their whole time in 
worrying blm; SDd the great Evil Spirit hlnuelf bad Mveral 
special envoys In earthly, If not In human, shapes, who devoted 
their Uvea to testing Glooecap’s power and keeping him bnsy. 
Many of these were In the form of gigantic animals. For In- 
stsnee, at ons time the squirrels became very numerous and 
grew to enormous fixe, endsngerlng the lives of men. But the 
Great Spirit appeared to a venerable and pure man among the 
Mlcmacs end offered to grant bla utmost wish In reward for bis 
devotion. The patriarch cogitated a good while aud finally 
asked that the squirrels be deprived of tbelr frightful strength 
and ferocity, whereupon all sank to the present Insignificance; 
but the little beast retained hls spite, end even now chatters 
loud and querulous at the sight of man. la It not sol 

The Basin of Mimas waa Glooacap’s bearer pond, and there Is 
a legend for every promontory on these bold shores, every Island 
amid the stormy waters. Cape Blomldon, a vast precipice of red 
sandstone, Is an old beaver dam that stretched across to Pars- 
boro until the divine hero broke It off to save the flooding of 
Cornwallis Valley, and swung It around Into Its present posi¬ 
tion. This done he strolled along Its shores and strewed there 
the garnets, amethysts and other gems with which It abounds, 
saving a Mt of rare stones as ornaments for the mysterious old 
women who kept house for blm In hls supernal wigwam np above. 
All this was not dons without a conflict, and In the row he 
threw across the bay at his wicked enemies the huge rocks 
which Ue off Red Head and are called the Five Islands. 

Just opposite Cape Blomtodon Is Partridge Island, around 
which there la a whole host of stories. At Partridge Island 
Glooscap had hls celebrated revel with the supernatural Klt- 
froos eag-uuow, the deliverer of all oppressed, who was taken out 
alive from his mother (slain by a giant), was thrown Into a well 
and, being miraculously preserved there, came forth In due time 
to fulfill hls high duty to men. These marvelous friends went 
out on the Basin In a stone canoe to fish by torchlight, and, 
after cruising over the dark waters for some time, speared a mon¬ 
strous whale. They tossed him into the canoe “ as though he 
were a trout,” aDd made for the shore, where, In their brotherly 
feast, the whale waa entirely devoured. 

But It Is useless to dwell upon the numberless traditions of 
these old mythical times lo which all Indians so delight, sod to 
which few other people are wholly adverse. 

The deml-god, Glooscap, seems to have been the personation 
of all the nobility and wisdom the Indian mind could conjure, 
never, of couree, unmlxed with what was very human SDd gross. 
He was the Hiawatha of Mlcmac mythology—a special agent 
from the Great 8plrlt, who had the form ami habits of humanity, 

, but was exalted above fll peril, and sickness, and death. He 
, dwelt apart and above, In a great wigwam, and was attended by 
alt Old woman and a beautiful youth, and “was never very far 
trout any one of them,” who received hls counsels. Hie jjower 
wis unbounded and supernatural, while his wisdom taught the 
Indians how to hunt and fish, to heal diseases, and to build wig¬ 
wams and canoes. He named the constellations In the heavens, 
and many of the chief points on the Acadian shores, as we have 
seen. The Basin of Minas was hls beaver pond; Cape Split was 
the bulwark of the dam of which Blomlndon was tho base, and 
Spencer's Island Is hls overturned kettle. He controlled the ele¬ 
ments, and by hls magic wand led the caribou and the bear to hls 
throne. The silled powers of evil advanced with Immense hosts to 
overthrow hls wigwam and break hls power; but he extinguished 
their camp-fires by ntgbt and summoned the spirits of the frost, 
by whose endeavors the land was visited by an IntenM cold, and 
the hostile armies were frozen In the foreet. Ou the approach of the 
English be turned hls huge hunting dogs Into stone, and then 
pa<Md away, but will return again, right on Spencer’s Island, call 
the dogs to life, and once more dispense bis royal hospitality on 
the Minas shores. Let me quote, word for word, the story of 
hls translation: 

“ Now the ways of beasts and men waxed* evil, and they greatly 
vexed Glooscap, and at length be could uo longer endure them: 
and he made a rich feast by the shore of the great lake (Minas). 
All the beasts came to It, and when the feast was over he got into 
a big canoe, he and hls uncle, the Great Turtle, and they weut 
away over the big lake, and the beasts looked after them till they 
saw them no more. And after they ceaMd to see them they still 
heard their voices as they sang, but the sounds grew fainter and 
fainter In the distance, and at last they wholly died away; and 
then deep silence felt on them all, and a great marvel came to 
pass; and the beasts, who had till now spoken but one language, 
no longer were able to understand each other, and they all fled 
away, each bts own way, and never again have met together In 
council. Until the day when Glooscap shall return to restore the 
Golden Age, and make men and animals dwell once more together 
In amity and peace, all nature mourns. The great snowy owl re¬ 
tired to the deep forests to return no more nntll be could come to 
welcome Glooscap; and In those sylvan depths the owls even yet 
repeat to the night, 1 Koo-koo-6koos! Koo-koo-skoosl’ And 
the loons who had been the huntsmen of Glooscap, go restlessly 
up and down through the world, seeking vainly for their master, 
whom they cannot find, and walling aadly because they find blm 
not." 

The history of tho Mlcmacs might be very fully written, and 
would abound In startling lncldeuta and Interesting phases of 
meDtsl growth snd change. At present they are restricted lo 
the coast of New Brunswick, to Cape Breton and northern Nova 
8cotla. Their many, many wars sre over and the Golden Age 
haa Indeed come, though It ladoubtful If they recognise It. I find 
It stated In a work on this part of the country, which Ilea before 
me, that theM Indiana still retain many of their ancient customs, 
and are of purer blood than any other tribe on the Atlantic coast. 
They number shout 1,AG0 (and 1,400 In New Brunswick), and 
occupy Mveral reservations Id the Province, where they are cared 
for and protected by the Dominion government. Under this pa¬ 
ternal care (strongly contrasting with the Indian policy of the 
United States) the aborigines are steadily Increasing In number* 
and approaching a better standard of civilisation, and are loyal 
and DMful subjects of thdr “ peat mother," Queen Victoria. 
The discipline of families Is well preMrved by the use of corpo¬ 
ral punishment. Warm parental affection la a strongly marked 
feature, and the subordination of the women Is atlll maintained, 
though ameliorated by the lufiueuces of civilization. The Mic¬ 
ro era have exchanged their former belief lu, aud worship of the 
hostile principles of good and evil for the creod of the Roman 
Catholic church, of which they are devout communicants. 

Well, here we ere, through the Acadian woods, and swamps, 
and rocks, and Indian legends, safely at Sbedlac—a good place to 
slop.

On the 81st of December, 1877, Mr. D. C. Beaman, a lawyer 
of Keosanqua, Iowa, formerly secretary of the Iowa State Asso¬ 
ciation for the Protection of Game and Fish, and now a member 
of its law committee, had a fine pointer bitch killed by a two- 
legged brute In the shape of a man. 

We gave the history of the case In our Issue of January 12, 
1878, but as It will be of Interest and va'ue to our readers we re-

The Bed Deer on Exmoor. 

An Englishman's hunting experiences would be tar from com¬ 
plete did they not embrace some practical participation In the 
noblest and most ancient of British sports. The Priuc# of Wales 
has long been distinguished for his sympathy with the most 
active pursuits of hla countrymen, and bis Royal Highness has at 
length crowned bis Initiation Into the art and mystery of wood¬ 
craft by being duly entered to the right royal sport of stag- 
hunting. Pleasanter conditions for so interesting a ceremony 
could not possibly have been conceived than those which pre¬ 
vailed on Friday, Aug. 22—a day that will be long treasured In 
the memories of men of the western moorlands aa that on which 
the heir to the throne of England came among them for the first 
time. Clouds, heavy rain, and driving mists that marked the 
close of the previous day gave place to geDlal sunshine when 
morning dawned. 

That there should be a great crowd gathered at the appointed 
place of meeting on Hawkcombe Head was Inevitable; and 
almost before the sun had risen pilgrims In every guise and In every 
conceivable kind of vehicle might have been teen setting ont for 
the long Journey over rugged moorland roads. The route to 
Epsom Downs on a Derby day can scarcely present more varie¬ 
ties of costume or conveyance than did the country lanes and 
moorland paths of Devon and Somerset ou this memorable 
pethway. Antiquated carts In which bundles of straw were made 
to do double duty for seats and springs; wsgons hung round with 
laurel wreaths and made gay with banners; a brewer's dray, 
drawn by brilliantly bedecked horses, and piloted by postillions 
gorgeously attired In scarlet and gold; rickety Whltecapels, so 
heavily laden that the worm-eaten framework groaned, and the 
rusty springs creaked ominously—all were placed uoder re¬ 
quisition, and some, unequal to the strain Imposed upon them, 
broke down midway, eo that their passengers were compelled to 
perform the remainder of the wearisome Journey on foot. Yet 
one heard nothing but cheery voices, saw nothing but smiling 
faces, and one’s sympathies were enlisted solely on the side of 
the venerable animals doomed to drag unaccustomed loads up 
the sleep, rough hills, and of the diminutive ponies that had to 
bear the burden of portly dames who had perhaps not ventured 
Into the saddle for many a long day before. If the opening 
gathering at Cloutebam Hall may be aptly described as a gigantic 
picnic, one lacks a suitable simile for this meeting on Hawk¬ 
combe Head. Though stretching over a mile or two of moor, the 
groups of people and the carriages still formed dense masses, with 
few unoccupied spaces between, and at the least there must have 
been ten thousand spectators present The distances that most 
of these must have traversed, and the early hours at which they 
bad set out In order to be' there by ten o’clock, may be fairly 
estimated If one thinks of the ecanty population surrounding the 
trystlng-place. In ordinary times one may ride for the greater 
part of a long Bummer day over these beautiful bills of Devon 
and Somerset without seeing any other habitations than those of 
the moorland shepherds or a sign of human life save that 
furnished by hla own shadow. It cannot be pretended that pure 
love of sport brought this great crowd hither, but rather a 
pardonable wish to see the Prince and a laudable desire to pay 
loyal respect to him. 

When Hla Royal Highness arrived at Hawkcombe Head In a 
carriage from Duns ter Castle, accompanied by Prince Louis of 
BatteDburg, Mr. Luttrell, and the Rev. J. Russell, be was evi¬ 
dently Impressed by the warmth of the welcome accorded to him, 
and good naturedly drove round the hill In order to afford all the 
opportunity for which they bad Journeyed so many miles. Even 
the curiosity which Induced some thousands of people to form a 
huge circle round the spot where the royal visitor lunched was 
tolerated with great good humor, and It must be said, to the 
honor of the west country folk, that their behavior In this re¬ 
spect would have borne favorable comparison with that of many 
people who have not an equal excuse for a display of similar 
curiosity. Mr. ft. H. Warren, who acted aa master in the much- 
regretted absence of Mr. Fenwick Bisect, had the honor of being 
Introduced to Hla Royal Highness, and of explalolog, by the aid 
of a neatly-bound bound list, Imprinted on stlk, the sources from 
which a new pack baa been formed to lake the place of one re¬ 
cently destroyed by the ravages of a fell disease. Then Col. 
Klngsoote, wbo was In attendance, sought Mr. Cborley, and con¬ 
veyed to this keen sportsman the royal wish that be would act aa 
pilot to tbs Prince across Exmoor If a good stag should get away 
and make for the forest No better selection oould bare been 
made. Tbs master of tbs Quarts Harriers knows almost every 
Inch of Ibe country, and Is a rood one for every stranger to follow 
wbo means going with a resolution to tee the best part of a run. 

My attempt to name the west country celebrities wbo were 
present must necessarily be Incomplete, and of the many sports¬ 


men from far distant countries—Ibe best sportsmen of all ranks— 
lords, baronets, knights, squires, and yeomen from every parish 
round about were present. Arthur Heals bad brought his 
hounds out In superb condition, and they looked worthy of the 
admiration so lavishly bestowed on them. Onoe well broken 
to their game, and taught to cope with a cunning old stag, In 
every crafty shift, they will not often get away oo the line of one 
without giving a good account of him. They possess the deep 
chests, long muscular bodies, and wiry limbs that tell of the 
power to race and to endure, without which a bound would be 
worthless In the chase of wild red deer over hills that teat 
the best qualities of hound and horse. What they were capable 
of doing we were to know before the day was out, although for 
an hour or two we were doomed to weary watting, which seemed 
to dash all hope of a run. It was known that two or three noble 
stags were at borne In Mr. Snow's deer park at Oara, which, 
with an enviable devotion to sport, the squire keeps wholly for 
the use of them and their consorts, to the exclusion of cattle 
and sheep; and from that park a forest run was to be relied on. 
Miles, however, had harbored a warrantable stag of noble pro¬ 
portions In a thicket of Weetcott Brake, which slopes from the 
ridges of Hawkcombe down to the sea, broken by many a wildly- 
rugged ravlDe and deep gloomy combe. That the Prince might 
gather an Insight Into the mlnutlse of stagbunting science, and 
that the spectators might see something of the sport, It was de¬ 
termined to tuft for this venerable lord of the forest. Shutting 
the body of the pack up In a neighboring ebed, Arthur trotted 
down the zigzag paths with hla tufters, and threw them Into the 
brake which was so thick that the huntsman, In a laudable 
attempt to aid the hounds, could only crawl on his hands and 
knees, and sustained many a scratch In the course of his slow 
progress through a dense thicket of thorn and bramble. From 
bis lair they roused the cunning old stag at last; but be kDew 
better than to face the crowd, whose voices were borne down the 
glen to him. He crossed the open beath for a few hundred 
yards In full view of the field, but only to disappear In a still 
more taDgled thicket, whence presently a young stag was seen to 
emerge and take to the open. There was a loudly expressed 
desire that hands might be laid on this one, but Mr. Warren 
wisely declined. All attempts to force the older and heavier stag 
over the open were, however, obviously useless. Driven from 
one hiding-place to another, he would hare kept us there hour 
after hour, until the day being far spent be would perhaps have 
taken to the sea. 

Mr. 8now’s deer park was then the word of command, and 
cheerfully everybody took his place In the long cavalcade that 
trotted off toward Oare at this stgnal. Fifteen hundred or more 
horsemen and horsewomen coming round the lofty bills by many 
a deep combe, many a rugged moorland path, and beside many a 
brawling stream, was a spectacle that would have startled the 
staghunters of old, and one that will probably never be seen on 
the Exmoor hills again. When the .Imposing squadrons bad 
formed up on the heights overlooking Badgeworthy water, there 
was no need of bugle to sound the “ trot, gallop, charge;” It 
was rather necessary to restrain their eager Impetuosity by cry¬ 
ing, “ Hold hard, If you please I” until the hounds could be 
thrown Into the park, which Is a covert of tall heather, dotted 
with ancient oaks and thorns, that close here and there Into 
dumps, as they near the denser thickets of Badgeworthy wood. 
A minute later, and people were dashing over the open, picking 
their way across the boggy ground at a gallop, In order to get 
well forward. A ml mot a bit too soon. There was no need of 
long tufting here. (First some timorous hinds and calves were 
roused, and made the best of their fleet-footed way over the 
hills. Then three or four goodly stags went off with more 
leisurely and dignified strides at different points. It was an em¬ 
barrassment of choice, rendered still more difficult by holloas 
that came from many quarters. The hounds decided for them¬ 
selves, and went off unhappily on the line of the youngest and 
lightest deer, thereby throwing out many of us, wbo found our¬ 
selves on the wroog side of bog and combe, and had along stern 
chase before we got to Arthur and the field again oo Badge¬ 
worthy Hill, where he bad fortunately stopped the pack, with the 
In tenLlop of laying it on to the larger deer. This turn, lucky for 
us, proved unlucky for many, who, following the lead of a well- 
known sportsman, rode for a point many miles away, and were 
thereby out of the hunt altogether. By a stone wall that borders 
the North Forest Just below the Doone's Castle, Arthur hits off 
the line of the fresh stag, and hounds, settling down to a scent 
breast high, give one low, Joyous whimper, and then begin to race 
over the swampy ground. The heels of a hundred horses send 
spray high above our heads as we gallop over the dank and 
tangled grass. Deep boggy ditches, a foot or two wide, cut 
across our path at every hundred yards or so, form traps for the 
feet of the unwary. At length there comes ooewlder and deeper 
than the rest, with broken banks and boggy ground on either 
side. The houDds are racing faster thau ever. Mr. King, of 
Dulverton, on a clever brown mare, Is the first to have It; a 
dozen of us follow hts lead; then two horses get In, one with hla 
heels uppermost, and it Is a long labor for three or four men to 
drag him out by the aid of stirrup leathers. At sight of this 
the lees resolute turn aside, and scamper off In search of a 
safer place to cross. How ridge after ridge “ rises browner and 
browner before us" as we speed onl Brendon Common has 
been crossed; Farley Water wended. We have plunged Into the 
swift stream below Oare Oak, and still the cry la " Hark for- 
rardl" Mr. Chorley, who has always a helping hand for a 
brother sportsman In distress, has stopped to help out "the 
Doctor," and the Prince Is now following where Mr. Nicholas 
Snow leads. Presently we are on Cberriton Ridge, where there 
la fine galloping over the stunted heather. One’s nerves tingle 
with a glorious excitement as, steadying the still Impetuous 
steed, one alts down and Jolos In the rapturous race along that 
gentle slope. The hounds are speeding on atlU, and, with the 
stout blood of the King of the Curragb under him, one hopes 
they may bunt on for an hour longer. Suddeoly, however, a 
large deer Is seen coming np from Cberton Water, crossing the 
line wa have come, and heading straight back for Badgeworthy 
Believing It must be a fresh stag, somebody stops the bounds; 
bnt Arthur knows they are right, and In a minute more we are 
galloping hard again after the flying pack. Some hundreds of 
horsemen are let In, and wa wbo have ridden as bounds run have 
hard work to hold our own; gallant steeds are panting hard, and 
some are reduced to a trot long before the dense oak coverts of 
Badgewortby were again In view. We have been running nearly 
an hour and a half without a check, and for the moat part at a 
rattling pace, and surely no stag could stand before hla merciless 
pursuers much longer. The hounds are baying loudly In Badge- 
worthy Water aa we dash down a rough path through the stunted 
oaks. Will our stag merely sol] there, and lead us onward again I 
Teal ha Is out of tha stream, crossing the marshes, add making 
for the farther bill. No, be tries to go straight up, and by that 
sign we know his race Is nearly run. A second or two mors, and 
ha comas back to the cooling stream. The bounds are all around 
him—no subterfuge will serve now. Raising his head with a 
calm, defiant look of scorn at his adversaries, ha clenches hla 
teeth, and prepares to die gallantly like a gentleman. Presently 
ha Is seized by half-a-dozen stalwart sportsman, and hla fate ll 
ssaled. Hundreds of spectators have been watching tha last 


struggle, and the who-wboopt that rings up from that romantic 
valley may be heard ou heights that look down on Lynmoutb. 

Tne Prince of Wales, wbo has ridden well to the front 
throughout, receives the knife from Arthur, and performs tbs 
finsl ceremony which makes him a member of the gallant frater¬ 
nity of staghunters. Mr. John Joyce, who has followed the pack 
for aeven-and-lblrty years, steps quickly forwsrd, and skillfully 
puts on the Prince's face the red symbol of Initiation, at which 
there Is much laughter and cheering, and with this fitting cere¬ 
mony s glorious day's sport ends. We had found the stag at 
Oare, and broaght him back again to die on the threshold of hla 
home. Dr. Collyns having been Introduced to the Prince, 
proffered to hla Royal Highness the last copy of bis father's 
work on staghunting ss a memento of the day, which was most 
graciously accepted. The Prince and a distinguished party then 
returned to Mr. Snow's house, where they were hospitably en¬ 
tertained, and the stag having been sent there, Its hauuches were, 
by permission, despatched to grace the table of Marlborough 
House. 

On the following Monday the fixture was Anstey Burrows, on 
the borders of Mr. Frauds Bellew'e domain. The field of some 
hundred and twenty horsemen, though by no meaus Insignificant, 
formed a wonderful contrast to the crowd of the previous 
Friday. In Brlmblecombe Wood, which lies sheltered In a hol¬ 
low below Molland Common, Miles bad harbored a young deer 
and an old one, the latter of goodly proportions, to Judge by his 
slot. Brlmblecombe Wood Is not of wide extent, aDd to un- 
harbor a stag from there would seem to be a task of no great 
difficulty; but the undergrowth Is close and tangled In some 
places, and even when forced from this covert, the quarry may 
take refuge In Combe Wood across the valley, or, rounding the 
shoulder of a hill, may find shelter In the deeper recesses of Mol¬ 
land Wood. The chances, therefore, are not altogether In favor 
of huntsman and tufters. Arthur this day found It by no means 
an easy task to rouse the old stag from his lair. The tufters put 
up the younger one within half an hour, but though he looked 
big enough of body and a galloper all over, the hounds were not 
allowed to run him. Miles knew that a heavier deer lay hidden 
somewhere, and to find him was the object; so the tufters were 
brought back again to Brlmblecombe Wood, and for an hour and 
a half longer pursuers eager for a gallop had to curb their Im¬ 
patience. At length a ponderous stag broke covert, but men 
hesitated to holloa, for, with all his size, be bore no rights on his 
bead. His style of going, however, was enough to show that 
he was warrantable; and, recognizing this, some two or three 
good sportsmen gave a cheery “Tally hot" that soon brought 
Arthur and the pack up from the deep hollows of Brlmblecombe. 
Then we had a quick gallop over heather and the bogs of Molland 
Common to Wllllngford Water, where there was a slight check. 
Held on, however, In the direction of Hawkrldge, the hounds hit 
off the line again, and ran Into Hawkrldge Plantation, a covert 
of ancient fir trees and thorns, all bearded with moss, where, 
for some unaccountable reason, our stag waited to be fresh 
found. Forced out from here, he took to the open, and went off 
In the direction of Wltbypool. A flock of sheep lav in the path 
of the honnds, and all the field waited breathlessly In expectation 
of seeing them worried by the young ones. Arthur blew a blast, 
at sound of which the hounds gut their beads up, and then 
almost motionless they stood until somebody could get to them 
and hold them forward clear of the sheep, not one of which had 
been touched. Between us and the pack there was a bit of deep, 
boggy ground, through which some floundered, while others 
stood watching them, and a few galloped off to jump a fence on 
the brow of the hill, and skirt the morass until they came to 
firm galloping over the short beath of Wltbypool Common. Cross¬ 
ing the corner of this, the hounds went over a bit of Inclosed 
country, and sunk the vale to Bradley Ham, Just below the vil¬ 
lage of Withybool. Thence they swung round and ran down the 
Barle, giving tongue clamorously until they came to a deep pool 
undeaneath Knaplock. Here they were at fault for some time. 
They tried the boulders In mid-stream, the quarry banks and 
bushes on each side, without a whimper, when suddenly a keen 
eye caught sight of the hunted one “ soiling " beneath the dark 
shadow of an overhanging tree, with only his nostrils above the 
water. Quickly be was got out of this, and went bounding down 
stream, and then through the coverts toward Torr Step'. His 
tongue was out, and be seemed full of running still. Indeed, 
we had been at him only an hour and a quarter 
then, and to pull him down In less than two hours 
was scarcely probable. Just In frontof the Rev. Mr. 
Jeykell's house, at Hawkrldge, however, the hounds set 
him up to bay, and horsemen, gathering round, began to shout 
wbool Whoopi somewhat prematurely. He was not quite beaten 
yet, as the lolling tongue told plainly enough. Vet he waited 
there In dignified scorn, as If Inviting the bounds to " come one, 
come all," and try conclusions with him. When they bad plunged 
Into the water, and were swlmmlog round him so closely that 
some could seize him by the haunch, be kicked them off, made 
way with lowered antlers through those In front, and bouuded off 
down stream once more. He tried to find a way up the banks, 
but they were lined too closely with horsemen. He did get off for a 
minute or two across Asbway Hams, but came back to the stream 
again and ran from pool to pool, now up, now down, for half an 
hour longer, letting the hounds gather round him for a second, 
only to kick them off and leap away again as If he were quite en¬ 
tering Into the fun of the thing. Borne horsemen tried to slop 
him by drawing a cordon across the ford; but he simply gazed 
at thorn for a second, as If taking tbs measure of their strength 
exactly, then dodged around the projecting stump of s tree and 
escaped past them. At length, however, his mouth closed 
tightly. He looked oo his foes with s steadfast glance, In which 
there was no trace of fear, beat them back for a second or two, 
drawing up his head between each blow grandly like a fencer, 
then yielded to the weight of numbers. Hie Imperfect antlers, 
deficient of many points, showed that he must have gone back, 
for be bad the broad slot and the heavy hsunebes of a very old 
deer. The mart sounded, and another day of fairly good sport 
had come to an end. There had been no brilliant galloping, but 
the run throughout had been full of Instruction for young 
bounds, and likely to do more good than any amount of pacing 
across tha open.— Plahtagenet, In London Field.

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Commercial Product* of the Sea. 

The gems which enhance the charm* of the fair *ex are only 
too often obtained with danger of life or at least by endurance 
of Incalculable hardship*, In order to wrest the fair pearl from 
depths of dsrk pit* or the treacherous ocean; pearls and corals are 
the s|H>tlaof the watery element, which yields them only reluctantly 
to the toll of the adventurous fisherman. The Mediterranean 
affords the largest harvest of the latter, and the ports of Genoa, 
Leghorn, Naples and Marseilles sre the great marts where the 
tollers of the ses may at (rest advantage dispose of tbelr gains. 

The barks sent to the fishery sre solid and well adapted for the 
labor; their rig is a great lateen sail, with a Jib or staysail. The 
stern Is reserved for the capstan, llsbers and crew, while the fore 
part of the vessel Is fitted out for the requirements of the patron 
or master. The lines, wood and Ironsemployed In the coral fishing 
are called the engine. It constats of a cross of wood formed of 
two bars strongly lashed or bolted together at their centre; below 
this a great stone Is attached, which bears the lines arranged In 
the form of a rack. These lines have great meshes loosely knot¬ 
ted together, resembling the welhknown swab. The apparatus 
carries thirty of these sacks, which arc intended to grapple all they 
come In contact with at the bottom of the sea. They are spread 
out In nil directions by the movement* of the boat. The coral 
is knowu to attach Itself to the summit of a rock and develop 
Itself, forming banks there, and It Is to these rocks that the swab 
attaches Itself so as to tear up the precious harvest. • Experience, 
which In time becomes almost Intuitive, guides the Italian fisher 
in discovering the coral banks. The craft employed In the great 
fishery have a patron or captain, the bark having a poop, with a 
crew of eight or ten sailors, and In season the fishing is continued 
day and night. When the patron thinks that he hae reached a 
coral bank, he throws his engine overboard. As soon as tbe 
apparatus becomes Attached, the speed of the vessel Is retarded, 
the capstan Is manned by six or eight men, while the rest trim 
the sails and guide the helm. Two forces are thus brought to 
bear upon the lines—the horizontal action of the vessel 
and the vertical action of the capstan. In consequence 
of the many Inequalities of the rocky bottom, the engine 
advances by jerks; the vessel yielding more or less according 
to the concussion caused by the action of the capstan or sails. 
The englue seises upon the rugged rocks of the bottom and raises 
them, to let them fall again. In this manner the ewab floating 
about penetrates beneath the rocka where the coral la found and 
is booked ou to ft. To fix the lines upon the coral and bring 
them home Is a work of unheard-of labor. The engine long re¬ 
sists the most energetic ami persistent efforts of the crew, who, 
exposed almost naked lo the burning sun of the Mediterranean, 
work the capstan, to which- (able and engine arc attached, while 
the patron urges and excites them to Increased exertion, and the 
sailors trim their sails and Bing with a long monotonous tone a 
song, the words of which Improvise in a sort of a psalmody 
the names of the saints most revered among the seafaring 
Italian population. The lines are finally brought home tearing 
and breaking blocks of rocks, sometimes of enormous slxe. which 
are brought aboard. The cross Is now placed on the side of 
the vessel, the lines are arranged on the deck, and the crew 
occupy themselves In collecting the results of tbelr labor. The 
coral is gathered together, tbe branches of the precious zoophyte 
are cleaned and divested of the shells und other parasitic pro¬ 
ducts, which accompany them. Finally tbe produce Is carried to 
and sold In the ports of Messina, Genoa aDd Naples, 
where the workers in Jewelry purchase them. The boats em¬ 
ployed are of two classes. One kind, and by far the most numer¬ 
ous, is composed of vessels from cloven to sixteen tons burden, 
with crews from twelve to fourteen men. They are all fitted out 
at Torre del Greco under the Italian flag, and fish daring the 
months of February and March. The second class Includes craft 
of from three to six tons burden, under the French flag, although 
Ibcy are almost entirely manned by Italian seamen. Tbelr crew 
consists of five or six men, and they continue at sea most part of 
the year Tbe boats fish on the coasts of Africa and Sardinia at 
a distance of fifteen to thirty miles from shore, only returning to 
I tort In case of urgent necessity. They work night and day,with¬ 
out Intermission; half of tbe crew relieve tbe other half every 
six hours. The larger class of vessels Is fast superseding 
the small, and It Is calculated that there are now about 200 of 
the larger vessels employed with 2,400 men. The seamen receive 
from twenty to twenty-four pounds each per annum and the 
m isters about twice that amount. Tbe entire value and equi¬ 
page of a large boat, Includlug drag net, storee and six months' 
wages, may lie estimated at about £550. Such a boat may prob¬ 
ably collect, from (150 to 850 pounds of coral during the season. 
Hitherto the fishery has been conducted in the old method of 
the drag net aud rough dredge formed of a cross of wood with a 
quantity of hemp attached to tear up the coral. One would have 
suppoeed, with the enhanced value coral now commands, some 
efforts would have been made to Improve the processes for pro¬ 
curing the branches from the sea bottom. The diving bell has 
been tried for coral fishing, but as In tbe pearl fisheries It does 
not succeed. An Italian named Foeell has, however, been lately 
experimenting with a submarine vessel of his Invention, fitted for 
coral fishing. It was tried satisfactorily at Boga In the bay of 
Naples In the presence of leading men of the naval, scientific and 
civil service. The Inventlou consists of wrought Iron plates, 
divided Into three compartments, of which the lowest contains 
1,000 pounds of ballast; the second or middle chamber le pre¬ 
pared to accommodate two persons; the third and uppermost 
chamber Is filled with compressed air. This compressed air, by ' 
means of an Ingenious machinery, Is capable of supplying suffi¬ 
cient means to sustain the life of two persons for fifty hoars At 
one of the late experiments this vessel descended to a distance of 
thirty-eight fathoms helnw tbe surface of the water and remained 
submerged for twenty-twoand a half minutes without the slightest 
discomfort, being experienced by the navigators. The specific 
gravity of the ballast serves to keep the vessel In an upright 
p sit,ton, and peculiarly simple machinery enables It to move In 
any direction. An attached Illuminating apparatus renders ob¬ 
jects within a large area perfectly visible. Other varieties of 
this machine for sponge and pearl fishery requiring a deeper de¬ 
scent, ate designed by the Inventor. The Spanish (Kbermen col¬ 
lect off Cape de Verde Islands about 24,700 lbs. coral, of the 
value of £20,000. Ou the southeast of Corsica coral of various 
qualities Is found In large quantities. This coral flattery Is en- I 
Uruly lu the hands of the Italians. About 600 boats are em¬ 
ployed annually, and each boat obtains In rough from four to six 
hundred pounds, which Is at once carried to Italy. Coral la also 
found In more or less abundance along the sborea of Tunis, 
Algiers, and Morocco. The French government between 180fl 
and 1824 made repealed attempt* to renew the engagement 
with Tuula tor a monopoly of coral fishing, bat It was not until 
1653 that France obtained the exclusive privilege over tbs coral 
fisheries In Tuulslsn waters, for annual payment of £355. The 
coral found on the Barbery coast. Is principally red, but white and 
black, a* well ss tbe much-prize,l pink, also exist. Tbe latter 
kind Is principally obtained on th* Gallia and Fratelll rock 
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banks. Tbe coral fishery Is but little practiced by the French, 
although a few boats follow this Industry to the Mediterranean, 
and several of them use the diving apparatus to collect tbe coral! 
The exports of Algeria are valued annually at about £80,00o! 
There sre about £6,000 Italians and Spaniards engaged In the 
Algerian fishery. 

A Substitute for the English Sparrow. 
by cbas. c. aaeoTT, ». n. 

My stteutlon has been frequently called to tbe nestiug of dif¬ 
ferent specie* of Insect-eatlug birds, and It has frequently oc¬ 
curred to me, that there could be found some oueor more species 
of our native birds, whose numbers might be Increased by afford¬ 
ing them that encouragement and protection now unfortunately 
given to that terrible pest, tbe English sparrow. The numbers of 
the latter are Increasing to an alarming extent, notwithstanding 
every effort, by poisoning and netting, Is In many localities, made 
to effect their destruction. In going over my field-notes for tbe 
Summer, I find In the observations made with reference to tbe 
blue-bird (Sialia eiaiie), more than ss to any other species, to 
suggest this charming bird as tbe needed substitute. What we 
require In our cities Is an Insectivorous bird that Is not timid; 
birds that will nest In boxes erected for them, and be sufficiently 
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manner lifts oft and allows the Introduction of toothsome mor¬ 
sels that would crowd a quarter-peck measure to hold. Up to 
tbe present time these monster boas have been fed upon rabbits 
snd rats, and Just now rabbit* and rats are becoming scarce 
They have been tempted with sportive aud Innocent little klt- 
tena, and an occasional pop has been placed at their dlspoeal, 
aud at times spring chicken and pigeon; but the boa cannot 
stomach a cat, baa little appetite for the dog, and goea square 
back on the feathery tribe. Hence It la that his diet la reduced 
right down to rats, with now and then a rabbit to regulate hla 
liver. 

Every zoological garden grows Immense crops of rata, snd 
rabbits are popped Into the world In amazing numbers.

Fowl* tut abb Good Latbbi. —'The differ¬ 
ent breed* of fowl* any be eeetly divided into 
two cleeeee—tboee which sit, end thoee which 
do not sit. Tbeee list ere generally celled 
11 ever listing layer*,” end comprise only three 
breeds, nsmely, the Hemburgs (gold end silver, 
etc.), the Polish (white-crested bleck, gold, end 
silver, etc.), end the Spenlsh (Andelaslsn, 
Mlnorcs, Bleck end White Spenlsh). The fowls 
which sit, end ere no', so good es leyera, ere the 
Brahms*, Cochin-Chines, Dorkings, gsme fowls, 
Ms ay*, etc. Of coarse, there ere Individual 
exceptions 10 the shove division. A Spenlsh ben 
will now end then sit, end s Dorking will some¬ 
times go through the season without doing so, 
hot ss e general rale the distinction Is quite 
correct, end those who wsnt eggs only will Bnd 
their sccount In keeping to the three breeds I 
beve named. For the table e croea between the 
Dorking cock an 1 Brahma hen will be found 
excellent. The chickens retain the good quali¬ 
ties of the Dorking, and Inherit size from both 
parents, and 1 flt.d them hardier than the pure 
birds on either side. The Brahma alone cannot 
be recommended for the table, but both Brah¬ 
mas and Cochins are good layers In Wlnt r, a 
time when other breeds are generally deficient. 
Where, then, eggs are chiefly wanted, Hamburg, 
Polish, or 8panlsh fowls should be kept. Where 
fowls for the table are wanted, birds of the other 
breeds should be kept .—The Farm, Dublin 
Ireland.

A Bio Trlebcoph, —There Is a great reflector 
to be built In England, for Sir Henry Bessemer. 
The observatory for the new monster la nearly 
completed at Denmark-hUI, Surrey, and Is de¬ 
scribed ss a massive dwarf tower, 50 feet In 
diameter, with a balustrade and pathway around 
It of stone. The Interior room la 84 feet In di¬ 
ameter, and the height of the U| per end of the 
telescope, from Its support, Is stated as 45 feet. 
Of course the great matter of Interest Is the 
speculum, which la to have a surface of 60J 
Inches diameter—"three Inches In excess of 
the largest,” except Lord Rosse’s. We are told 
that “ It Is necessary that this surface be re¬ 
duced at the edges only 1-18,000 of an Inch, 
gradually lessening by the law of the parabolic 
curve, until the reduction In the centre Is all.” 
The supreme difficulty Is, of course, In polish¬ 
ing this surface and bringing It to a perfect 
curve. Some new experiments are to be tried. 
This speculum Is of comparetlfBly thin plate- 
glass on a marble backing. The parabolic form 
Is not to be obtained as usual by delicate man¬ 
ual labor—such as the soft hand of Caroline 
Herschel gave, according to the oft-told story— 
but by means of novel mechanism, a new " In¬ 
strument of precision,” Invented for the pur¬ 
pose by Sir Henry Bessemer. In this way It Is 
hoped to obtain a form that shall be mathe¬ 
matically accurate .—Science Fern. 


Magpies —Though not destitute of virtues, 
magpies are desperate thieves. Anything they 
think you are particularly careful over, and set 
store by, they set their hearts upon at once. 
They watch their opportunity, steal quietly In, 
and pounce upon the rlDg, or brooch, or spoon, 
or whatever It may be, and carry It off before 
anyone can see them. Sometimes this Is very 
unpleasant, as no one can tell what has become 
of the missing thing, and perhaps some one Is 
accused of stealing It, while Master Magpie sits 
and looks as Innocent as possible, keeping a 
bright eye turned upon his stolen treasure. 
They bit upon very odd places to bide the things 
In. One msgple kept bis store In the chimney 
of an old house, and It was a long time before 
his hiding place was discovered. Another 
pecked a hole In the thatch of an old bam, and 
In this he put all aorta of things, chiefly silver 
spoons and forks. They can be taught to apeak 
quite distinctly. There Is an amusing story told 
of a magpie who walked into a country chapel. 
It kept very quiet until the service began; but 
then It thought the time was come for Ita sweet 
voice to be beard, and it walked up the aisle, 
gravely bowing, and saying: "Pretty Msg, 
pretty Magi” salt Introducing Itself to the con¬ 
gregation .—Liverpool Mall. 


Discovbrt of a Remarkable Oavb.— The 
Courritr tit Ttemcen (near Algiers) states that 
some miners occupied In blasting rocks In the 
vicinity of the picturesque cascades, discovered 
the entrance to a cave, the floor of which was 
covered with water. They ventured upon the 
subterranean river on a raft, and followed It for 
some 00 meters’ distance, when It disappeared In 
a vast lake. Here the vault of the cave was 
very high and covered with stalactite*. In 
many part* the miner* had to steer their reft 
between colossal stalactites which reached down 
to the surface of the water; eventually they 
reached the end of the lake, where they noticed 
a canal extending toward the south, and Into 
which the water* of the lake flowed. The work¬ 
men estimate the length of the lake to be two 
mtlee, and the breadth about one and one-third 
miles. They brought out a quantity of flsb, 
which, they say, surrounded the raft, and which 
were found to be blind.— 8eUnt{/lc American. 


A New Method or Pbbsbbvino Meat.— 
According to an English Journal an experiment 
baa been irted to Australia at preserving meat 
In the carcase, by the Injection of brine Into the 
Mood veteels. U Is proposed to tend to the 
Sidney Exhibition a whole bullock preserved by 
Ui* n w method. Immediately after the ani¬ 
mal U k lied the beast la laid bare, and a pipe 
Inserted into the left ventricle, through which 
• of weak brine Is forced from an ele 

vated tank. The brine flows along all the vee- 
*•“> and drivel out the blood through the right 
’•”**'**’ "**■ * stronger brine I* forced In, 
■ail] all the erase Is are full. It la stated that 


the distribution of the salt Is thorough, and 
that the meat la perfectly preserved by the 
prooees. 

Thb Fellowship or Ahimals' Fused*. —A 
society has been formed In England with the 
above title, the object of which la “ to promote 
co-operation and sympathy amongst persons of 
all ages and classes who desire to act kindly 
and conscientiously toward all animals, and to 
diffuse Instruction upon the proper treatment 
of horses, cattle, sheep, dogs, fowl*, birds, and 
other domestic animals, among those who have 
the care of them, and especially the young men 
and lads employed In farms, stables, and slaugh¬ 
ter-houses; to provide lectures, to Institute ex¬ 
aminations, and to offer prizes to school¬ 
children on the treatment and natural history 
of animals." The Earl of Sbaftabury la 
president, and the Bishop of Winchester, vlce- 
prealdenL 

An Important Invention.— A Lyons paper 
announces the discovery of a method of com¬ 
municating to the fibres of flax the appearance, 
the luster, and the durability of silk. The flax, 
after undergoing several chemical processes, Is 
steeped In a bath of dissolved silk waste, and 
emerges therefrom to a condition which renders 
It Indistinguishable, save by analysis, from silk 
Itself. The Inventor resides In Paris, and has, 
It I* said, offered bla discovery to certain man¬ 
ufacturers of Lyons for a lump sum of £120,- 
000, a sum which, It Is further stated, has al¬ 
ready been subscribed by a combination of four¬ 
teen Arms of the place. 


Consumption op Small Birds.— The extent 
to which our smaller species of birds enter Into 
market consumption during the Fall, when they 
are fattest, Is shown by the recent statement that 
50,000 reed-birds (alias bobolink aDd rice-bird) 
and black-blrda, mainly the red-wings, no doubt, 
have been already shipped this season, from the 
town of 8alem, N. J., alone. The greatest 
slaughter Is along the wlld-rice fields and broad 
marshes that line tbe western shores of the 
Cbeasapeake and Delaware bays. It should not 
be long before we begin to utilize tbe plump 
English sparrows In the same wholesale way.— 
Science .Yetce. 

Alpine Climbino.—A young man named 
Mel ley, from Berne, agent of the Federal Bank 
and a lieutenant in tbe Landwehr, remarkable 
for bis strength and stature, says an English 
exchange, recently left his home for the baths 
of Schwefelberg, with the Intention of making 
the ascent of the Ganterlst. Several days 
p seed, and nothing was heard of him. Search 
was then made, and his mutilated body was 
found at < he foot of a precipice on the moun¬ 
tain side. 

A Large Litter. —During the latter portion 
of last March a forester at Bargteheide, In 
Holstein, discovered a suckling vixen with 
twelve cubs.
